MURRAY’S HANDBOOK: 
ROME AND ITS ENVIRONS.

Waen, in 1875, we noticed Mr. Hare’s 
‘Days near Rome,’ we had to tell him that 
we felt sure he could have produced a work 
ofa higher class, but that he seemed to like 
putting together extracts from other people’s 
writings; and we complimented the pub- 
lishers at the author’s expense. In the 
following year we felt ourselves forced to 
write of his ‘ Cities of Northern and Central 
Italy’ as being a kind of ‘“‘ materials for 
conversation for the use of tourists,’”’ which, 
considered as a guide-book, could not be 
recommended, Murray, Joanne, and Baede- 
ker being better. We pointed out how Mr. 
Hare had found in Murray the source of a 
great part of his knowledge, and had not 
only not made any acknowledgment, but had 
even spoken slightingly of the handbook 
from which he had copied. We showed how 
the extent of Mr. Hare’s unacknowledged 
copying was revealed by his repetition of 
the misprints and mistakes of others, and 
we fully disclosed the wretched nature of 
the book. Mr. Hare afterwards apologized 
to Mr. Murray in our columns for his state- 
ments as to Murray’s guide. How far has 
he profited by criticism ? 
There exist so many guide-books, French, 
English, and German, to Paris and its out- 
skirts, that Mr. Hare must have wished 
m his two new volumes to give the public 
tomething not a guide-book. His ‘ Walks 
in Rome’ was intended to supplement the 
guide-books, and if his present works are 
meant for a similar purpose we must begin 
by asking why he enters into direct com- 
petition with the guide-books by giving 
information as to cab fares and a list of 
Paris hotels. If such facts are to be given 
his books will have to be judged from a 
different standpoint from that of general 
interest or of literary merit. Accuracy in a 
guide-book is the chief of merits, inaccuracy 
the worst of defects, and Mr. Hare begins 
8 cicerone work by telling readers, all of 
whom probably know better, that the cab 
ares in Paris are “1 franc and 2 francs.” 
® does not distinguish between course and 
re, and he certainly is wrong. Is it pos-

old Murray’s guide, in which we find, ‘‘ One 
horse with two persons by the course one 
franc under fifteen minutes’? The edition 
of Murray’s guide to which we refer was 
published in 1864, and a new cab tariff was 
fixed by decree of 1866, in which the one- 
franc fare does not appear; but we should 
have thought that Mr. Hare might at least 
have worked out the cab fares for himself. 

Murray, Baedeker, and Joanne’s ‘Paris- 
Diamant’ have an immense advantage over 
the book of Mr. Hare in their admirable 
maps, a point in which most of the works of 
Mr. Hare are conspicuously defective. On 
the other hand, we are able once more to 
say of Mr. Hare’s books, as we have said of 
previous ones published by other publishers, 
that they are beautifully printed on fine 
paper, and that, the illustrations being pretty, 
they do far more credit to the publisher than 
tothe author. With regard, however, tothe 
illustrations, Mr. Hare tells us in his pre- 
face that they are, ‘‘ with very few excep- 
tions,” from his own sketches; but judging 
from the revelations of perspective, and from 
our knowledge of the photographs of the 
principal buildings of Paris and its outskirts, 
we fear that we must pronounce a larger 
portion of them to be obviously from photo- 
graphs than Mr. Hare is willing to admit. 
This, however, matters little, and we may 
pronounce the illustrations good. 

Passing on from what Mr. Hare calls the 
‘‘dull-useful information” of the early part 
of his book—which we agree with him in 
thinking dull, while we differ from him 
upon the other point, inasmuch as we find 
his information incorrect—we come to more 
serious blunders, merely noting the fact 
that some of the printer’s errors are of such 
a nature as to suggest that Mr. Hare can- 
not have taken the trouble to correct his 
proofs; see, for example, “pieces” for 
prices on p. 15 of the first-named work. 

We have once more to deplore the author’s 
practice of quoting the older writers by pas- 
sages already quoted in modern works, in- 
stead of turning back for himself to the 
original. The result is that wherever the 
writers that Mr. Hare follows have gone 
wrong, he tumbles into traps. Some of 
his most laughable mistakes are, however, 
all his own. At p. 370 we find “a monu- 
ment to the gay Lothario, Maréchal Duc 
de Richelieu, minister of Louis XVIII.” 
Now we need hardly insult our readers by 
pointing out in detail to them the extra- 
ordinary series of blunders which these few 
words involve. The Maréchal Due de 


who died in 1788, can hardly have been a 
minister of Louis XVIII. On the other 
hand, the Duc de Richelieu who was a 
minister of Louis XVIII. was not a Maré- 
chal and was certainly not a ‘‘gay Lothario.” 
This blunder is about equivalent to that of 
a writer who might confuse the ‘“ Boot” 
Lord Bute with the present marquis. At 
p- 273 there is an almost equally ridiculous 
error—from which a glance at the dictionary 
would have preserved Mr. Hare, we should 
have thought—contained in the words “the 
prison called La Sourici¢re, from the rats 
which had the reputation of eating the 
prisoners alive.” The story of the rats 
eating prisoners alive is no doubt common 


gerie contains a prison called La Souriciére ; 
but to say that it is called La Souriciére 
because the rats ate prisoners is equivalent 
to asserting that sowris is French for rat. 
Need we explain to Mr. Hare that a souri- 
ciére is a mouse-trap, neither more nor less, 
and that when the term is applied to a 
prison, as it has been in the slang of many 
countries at many times, the mice are the 
poor prisoners, and not the rats that eat 
them? At p. 396 there is another extra- 
ordinary error in the words ‘Henri Reg- 
nault, the sculptor ’’—a mistake from which 
Mr. Hare would have been saved had his 
book had a proper index, for at p. 125 of 
his other volume Henri Regnault is cor- 
rectly described. 

It is hardly necessary to multiply our 
citations. We have done so on former 
occasions with regard to others of Mr. 
Hare’s books, and he has not profited by 
the warning. We pass on, then, to points 
of a different kind. Mr. Hare’s habit of 
reading the novels of the day and mark- 
ing passages for quotation, and then 
quoting them in season and out, leads 
to entries of extraordinary abruptness, 
as, for example, in a quotation from 
one of Zola’s most offensive books sud- 
denly found in the middle of a page. 
At p. 47 we notice Napoleon is quoted 
as having said ‘‘Muséum” for Musée in 
speaking of the museum of paintings. 
It is possible that he did so, but it is 
worthy of remark that, while there is good 
literary authority for the use of the Latin 
form for museums containing objects of 
natural history, Littré pronounces very posi- 
tively as to the impossibility of correctly 
using the word for the collections of the 
Louvre. The not very well taught Corsican 
may really have made use of the incorrect ex- 
pression which has been attributed to him. 
At p. 473 Mr. Hare quotes the motto upon 
Bagatelle without mentioning from where it 
has been copied, although the mannerin which 
it is introduced would naturally, we should 
have thought, have led him to name the 
source had he known it. If he does not know 
it, it is a singular fact considering that it 
is connected with a subject upon which he 
has previously written. At p. 312 Mr. Hare 
gives a long account, quoted from other 
writers, of the sacking of the episcopal 
palace, and it is odd that he does not mention 
the circumstances which led to the riots 
which he describes, namely, the well-known 
refusal of the Church, until the times of 
persons still living and not old, to bury 
comedians with the rites of the Church. If 
it was well to mention the matter at length, 
it was, we should have supposed, worth 
while to tell this story. Of small errors 
there are many which reveal carelessness, 
such as ‘Rue de Pompe” for Rue de la 
Pompe; and there are also some extraor- 
dinary pieces of English; for example, 
when Mr. Hare says of one of the most 
splendid buildings that have been lost to 
us that it was ‘“‘as elegant as it was 
palatial,” an extract, if we mistake not, 
from one of the well-known catalogues of 
Robins the famous auctioneer. On the 
next page we find a description of a church 
“in which the use of cast iron has its 
horrible apotheosis.” The index is extremely 
bad, a fact which further detracts from the

possibility of using Mr. Hare’s ‘ Paris’ as a 
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guide. It would hardly occur to an English- 
man in dealing with an English book to 
search for the churches of Paris under the 
letter E, or for great houses under M. The 
mixture of the two languages is extraor- 
dinary. In some cases we have the article 
‘‘the” in English and the noun in French. 
In some cases we have both article and noun 
in English. In other cases we have simple 
and straightforward mistakes, as, for ex- 
ample, in the indexing as ‘“ Nouvelles 
Athénes” of that which in the text stands 
‘‘La Nouvelle Athénes.”’ There has been a 
certain shifting of the text also since the 
index was made, which causes some of the 
paging of the index to be wrong. 

Bad as is Mr. Hare’s ‘ Paris,’ his ‘ Days 
near Paris’ is even worse. Ninety pages 
out of 358 are occupied with an account of 
Versailles which is taken from Dussieux’s 
‘Chateau de Versailles,’ a far more useful 
book. We do not notice that Mr. Hare 
acknowledges his obligations towards Dus- 
sieux, although we do notice that his 
quotations from other books begin and 
end where Dussieux’s quotations from the 
same books begin and end; and, on the 
rare occasions when Dussieux makes an 
error, Mr. Hare follows suit. A curious 
sign of want of originality and want of 
real knowledge is that Mr. Hare knows 
in one part of his books things which he 
does not know in another part. Just as 
he calls Regnault, as we have shown, in 
one place a painter, which he was, and in 
another place a sculptor, which he was not, 
so of others that he names. For example, 
we have frequent references to ‘‘ Mansart.”’ 
At p. 2, putting the cart before the horse, 
he speaks of ‘‘ Jules Hardouin and Mansart.”’ 
At p. 26 we have ‘‘Mansart” simply. At 
p- 19 we have a full and true account of the 
two men quoted from another writer. At 
p- 118 we have ‘‘Mansart” simply. At 
p- 17 it is distinctly stated by Mr. Hare 
himself that the works at Versailles under 
Louis XIV., ‘‘ which were carried out by the 
architect Mansart, were begun in 1661.” 
Now Levau was the architect until 1670. 
He was succeeded by Louis Levau. ‘ Man- 
sart”’ was appointed architect in 1675, and 
began work in 1676. But, in addition to 
the error which we here note, Mr. Hare by 
the name of ‘‘Mansart”’ sometimes means 
the uncle and sometimes the nephew, whose 
name was not Mansart, but who was com- 
monly called Mansart. In spite of his ac- 
curate quotation at p. 19, Mr. Hare, when 
he is writing for himself, hardly appears 
aware that there was a difference. 

Mr. Hare seems to have a confused view 
of the history of the town of Versailles 
in recent times. At p. 22 he says that since 
the Revolution “‘ it has been only a shadow 
of its former self,’’ whereas at p. 105 he 
rightly speaks of ‘the ever-extending limits 
of the town.”” When we turn to his account 
of St. Germain we find a new crop of errors. 
At p. 109 Mr. Hare says that the new castle 
‘‘ occupied the site of the existing terrace.” 
If we put together his pp. 110 and 117, we 
find, however, that he directly contradicts 
his own statement, for he says that the 
new castle was ‘‘ destroyed” by the prince 
who was afterwards Charles X., while the 
terrace was constructed one hundred years 
before the date of the ‘‘ destruction.” Mr. 
Hare goes against the latest authorities in 





asserting that Louis XIV. was born in the 
old castle. If he turns to the great French 
guide-book to the environs of Paris pub- 
lished last year, he will see the parish 
registers quoted at length, and they tell 
with the immense detail of the times how 
Louis XIV. was born “dans le chasteau 
neuf.” If Mr. Hare was going to upset 
the parish registers he should certainly 
have given chapter and verse. 

One of the most amazing of the mistakes 
that Mr. Hare makes is to be found at 
pp. 216-7, where he speaks of the suicide 
or murder of the last of the Condés as 
having occurred “ before” the revolution of 
1830. The use of such a phrase can only 
show that Mr. Hare knows nothing of this 
tragic story and of the extraordinary part 
which it has played in French politics, and 
continues, indeed, to play, for of all the 
weapons made use of against the Orleans 
family there is none so damaging as that of 
the accusation of complicity in the murder, if 
it were one. To take the account of Van 
Laun, which puts the matter very shortly, 
the partisans of the elder branch insinuated 
that the new king had incited the duke’s 
mistress to murder the old nobleman because 
Louis Philippe feared that his son, the Duc 
d’Aumale, the probable heir of the Duc de 
Bourbon, might be disinherited. It is not 
worth while to go into the history of this 
extraordinary event, but, if it was worth 
mentioning, it might have been well for 
Mr. Hare to be careful to avoid an error 
which shows that he has never heard of 
the double inquiry into the circumstances 
on the part of Louis Philippe, held for the 
purpose of trying to satisfy public opinion. 
The greatest scandal of the reign was 
the subsequent reception at Court of the 
person whom Mr. Hare styles the ‘‘ English 
mistress, Sophia Dawes, called Baronne de 
Feuchéres.”” Even here Mr. Hare cannot 
avoid inaccuracy, for it is not usual to say 
of a married woman that she is “called” 
by her husband’s name. Whatever the lady 
may have been, she undoubtedly was the 
wife of M.de Feuchéres. When she was 
received at Court, her husband, who had 
left her, publicly protested, and the result 
was the revival of the story that an arrange- 
ment had been come to between Louis 
Philippe and herself for the division of the 
property. We should have thought that 
any one venturing to write upon the out- 
skirts of Paris would have had a sufficient 
acquaintance with French history to know 
of the connexion of this story with that of 
the ‘‘ Condé curse.” ‘ 

To judge by his notes upon Ecouen, Vaux, 
and Dampierre, Mr. Hare has not gone the 
right way to work in order to get into the 
great houses in the neighbourhood of Paris. 
At Ecouen, he tells us, there is ‘“‘no admit- 
tance to the chateau,” but ‘the buildings 
are well seen from the gate.’ His descrip- 
tion of Dampierre seems to show that he 
has not been inside it, although it is 
very easy to obtain admittance, and we 
believe, indeed, that Barron is right in 
saying that it is shown to all comers on 
one day a week during a portion of the 
year. Mr. Hare says that the ‘‘ frescoes” of 
Ingres at Dampierre “were so indelicate 
that his work was speedily cut short.’’ This 
reason may possibly have been given, but it 
is not the real reason, and it is not true that 





the work was speedily cut short; ind 
one main cause of the quarrel between th, 
painter’s family and the family of the owney 
was that the painter’s stay was prodigiously 
prolonged. Mr. Hare’s statement contain, 
as many mistakes as can well be crowd 
into sosmall a number of words. ‘ Ingreg” 
he says, ‘‘was permitted by the duke ty 
destroy some fine works of Gleyre in th 
gallery, but the frescoes with which the greg 
artist began to replace them were so indglj. 
cate that his work at Dampierre was speedily 
cut short.” The works of Gleyre destroyed 
by the duke consisted of a ceiling and of 
other decorations on the staircase. They 
were not replaced by any work by Ingres, 
The contract with Ingres was for two 
works in the great hall, and there wer 
no paintings by Gleyre in the spots intended 
for these. The work of Ingres was not in 
fresco, but in ordinary oil painting on 
wall. So far from ‘his work at Dan. 
pierre’”’ having been ‘‘ speedily cut short,” 
the agreement to execute the work was 
dated eleven years before the agreement to 
discharge Ingres from fulfilling the order, 
and the artist was actually at work at Dam. 
pierre for portions of eight separate years, 
The work is not indelicate, and the velvet 
with which the mere fragments that alone 
exist of the two works are covered is only 
put up because they are unsightly. 

Now for Vaux, which Mr. Hare calls Vaux- 
Praslin, although its name was only Vaux- 
Praslin for a short period of its history, and 
which we prefer to call Vaux-le-Vicomte, 
its name at first, and its name at last, for 
it has reverted to it since the sale by the 
Choiseuls! Mr. Hare’s account is full both 
of errors and of illtemper. He speaks of 
Vaux as containing ‘internal decorations 
by Mignard,” which is not true. He says 
that the palace “‘ will ever be thought of in 
connection with the murder of the unhappy 
Duchesse de Praslin,” a statement which 
seems to us most improbable, as the very 
name of the Praslins is now almost forgotten 
in connexion with the chateau. Some people 
still speak of it as Vaux-Villars, because 
many memorials of the famous Maréchal 
de Villars, once its possessor, remain within 
its walls; but there is nothing there that 
recalls the Choiseuls, and, as the murder of 
the duchess did not occur at Vaux, it is 
likely Fouquet’s house will remain Fouquet’s 
house for history. Mr. Hare seems to have 
seen it in the same way as he saw Lcouen, 
and gaily says: ‘‘It may be all seen through 
the grille which separates it from the road, 
inside which the sugar-refiner, who has 
bought the chateau from its aristocratic and 
liberal owners, allows no visitors.” How 
the splendid garden front, the unrivalled 
gardens, and the great courts of the interior 
of the Communs, or the magnificent decora- 
tions and art objects of the inside of the 
house, can be seen from outside the gates 
we do not attempt to explain. There are 
no two palaces near Paris so fine as Kcouen 
and Vaux, and, while the glories of Ecouen 
may in some feeble degree be guessed at 
from outside its walls, those of Vaux cannot 
be conceived by the tourist without a visit 
to the interior. We should have thought 
that Mr. Hare would not have found it 
difficult to obtain an order from the public 
authorities which would have allowed him 
to see and to describe Ecouen. We

Thomas ad Kempis. By Francis Richard 

Cruise, M.D. (Kegan Paul, Trench & Co.) 
Tus short title is further explained upon 
the title-page itself as ‘‘ Notes of a visit to 
the scenes in which his life was spent, with 
some account of the examination of his 
relics.’ Dr. Cruise would have done well 
if he had published, instead of an octavo 
of more than three hundred pages, a little 





book containing these notes only; they occupy 
no more than about thirty pages out of the 


experts cannot fix the age of an undated 
manuscript closer than within fifty years.” 
Whether this be so or not is quite open to 
dispute; but, correct or incorrect, Dr. Cruise 
forgets his own statement, and on the very 
next page brings forward one of his wit- 
nesses, a librarian 

‘‘who has exceptional knowledge of dated 
Italian manuscripts...... who asserts positively 
that every single one of the manuscripts of ‘ The 
Imitation’ put forward by the Gersenists belongs 
to the fifteenth century, and not to the earliest 
portion of it.” 

But this witness, the Pére Denifle, must be 
allowed the same margin; and then, not to 
mention the fact that morethan one manuscript 
of ‘ The Imitation’ claims to be of the very 
beginning of that century, even if not earlier, 
such evidence isof no value. It must never 
be forgotten that 4 Kempis was a young 
man and scarcely out of his novitiate in 
1410; and this brings us very close indeed 
to what there is ample evidence to prove 
is the date of more than one extant 
manuscript of the book which is attri- 
buted to him. 

And we are further called upon to believe 
that (according to a writer quoted by and 
adopted by Dr. Cruise) this youthful monk 
was at the time of his writing ‘ The Imita- 
tion’ ‘‘saturated through and through” 
with the Holy Scriptures and many spiritual 
writers :— 

‘‘The author drew from St. Gregory the 
Great. St. Bernard seems to have been a special 
favourite. So was St. Francis of Assisi. He 
drew from St. Thomas. He drew from St. Bona- 
ventura. He lays the pagan classics under con- 
tribution. He quotes Aristotle. He quotes 





Ovid. He quotes Seneca. And there are some 
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remarkable coincidences in expression between 
himself and Dante.” 

Having got to Dante as a book which was 
likely to be in the library of the Congrega- 
tion of Common Life at Deventer, or of the 
Augustinian canons at Mount St. Agnes, for 
the general reading of the community, we 
may rightly, perhaps, stop in the enumera- 
tion of the list of authors at the fingers’ end 
of A Kempis. But we cannot help thinking 
that if he ever in his whole lifetime—and it 
was a long life—did read Dante, it was not 
for the purpose of studying him, but in the 
usual course of his vocation in the monas- 
tery as a professional copyist. On the other 
hand, no manuscript of Dante is known to 
exist having any memorandum at the end 
of it that it had been finished at such and 
such atime by Thomas a4 Kempis. Other- 
wise possibly there might have been enthu- 
siasts to claim for him the authorship of the 
‘Divina Commedia.’ 

It is merely justice to say that Dr. Cruise 
has carefully examined the various objec- 
tions which have been brought against his 
view of the authorship of ‘The Imitation,’ 
and fairly stated his reasons, though they are 
not new, for disagreeing with them. The 
whole volume, moreover, is written in a 
tone very different from that of Mr. Kettle- 
well, whose books we reviewed some years 
since. Dr. Cruise shows a sufficient know- 
ledge of the whole subject about which he 
writes, a point in which Mr. Kettlewell 
lamentably failed. 

Dr. Cruise has visited the different places 
in the Netherlands connected in any way 
with 4 Kempis, beginning with Kempen, 
and afterwards Deventer, Zwolle, Agneten- 
berg, and Windesheim. His enthusiasm led 
him most carefully to examine them all, and 
he has further given some twenty illustra- 
tions of them. It is not possible to speak 
of these engravings as works of art; in fact, 
more than one of them is amusing as an 
example of simplicity in the way of pic- 
torial representation. On the other hand, 
they amply tell their story, and will interest 
all who take the same view as Dr. Cruise of 
the claims of Thomas 4 Kempis. Besides 
these illustrations there are two portraits 
of 4 Kempis, photographed from what are 
believed to be contemporary portraits. 

It is scarcely necessary to add that Dr. 
Cruise did not fail carefully to examine the 
relics—how far authentic and genuine we 
can hardly say—of Thomas 4 Kempis. He 
gives a complete account of them, and has 
himself no doubt that they are true; indeed, 
it is probable that they are so. It does not 
seem that they have always been much 
venerated, nor even that they have been 
very carefully looked after. In fact, Dr. 
Cruise had to send for a locksmith to break 
open the casket in which the bones and 
skull are now kept. He carefully measured 
some of the bones, and more particularly 
the skull. From these he conjectures that 
& Kempis was a man of about five feet 
six inches in height, and his skull that of a 
man of great intellectual power.

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Ir Mr. James Payn had numbered his 
books after the style of the great composers, 
Mr. Alma Tadema, and Mr. Samuel Butler, 
‘A Prince of the Blood’ would probably 
prove to be about Op. 60; and yet his merits 
and even his defects are still those of youth. 
His vivacity is unabated, and his reckless 
courage in rushing into new ventures still 
carries him successfully through; while, on 
the other hand, he is careless of impro- 
babilities, he cannot restrain himself when 
a jest occurs to him, however poor or how- 
ever ill timed, and he is still as fond of the 
tritest quotations as a schoolgirl who scribbles 
her first romance in her copy-book. But for 
all that, ‘A Prince of the Blood’ is an un- 
commonly vigorous and readable book, with 
a sort of Robinson Crusoe episode and a bit 
of seafaring life capable of holding their 
own very well even in this day of the re- 
vival of stories of adventure. Departing 
from the traditions of such stories, Mr. Payn 
has made the natives of the unknown islands 
where the ship is cast away superior to the 
English crew, and indeed the prince may 
almost be said to be superior to the best 
types of civilized mankind ; but still, drawn 
as he is, one feels that he is just not im- 
possible. The framing of the story is not 
quite pleasing. After fairly launching the 
reader into an interesting love story, Mr. 
Payn breaks it off and throws before him a 
manuscript containing the adventures of the 
heroine’s godmother, and this turns out to 
be the main part of the book, the opening 
story being finished off in a short concluding 
chapter. Mr. Payn is always ready for 
something new; it is to be hoped he does 
not intend to revive the old system of stories 
within stories; but if he does he should re- 
member that it is better to make the inner 
stories independent of the main one. The 
reader who has become interested in a set of 
persons always has resented and always will 
being put off with an account of what hap- 
pened to their ancestors and even their god- 
mothers, though in the case of ‘A Prince of 
the Blood’ there is very good ground for 
forgiveness. 

If Mr. Sharp’s power of characterization 
were in any degree equal to his power of 
describing external nature, he would take a 
good, and perhaps even a high, place among 
contemporary story-tellers. On almost every 
page there is apparent a knowledge of 
nature such as novelists of far more pre- 
tensions and far more power would do well 
to study. Here is a description of a sunrise 
in Parramatta :— 

‘* What a tumult there was! Hundreds of 
parrakeets chattered on the boughs of the 
sombre gum-trees, brilliant lories dashed to and 
fro between the branches, innumerable parrots 
screamed and fluttered as if the sun had not 
risen before, and it was necessary to draw the 
attention of every living thing thereto. Here 
and there a late-flowering wattle gave out its 
exquisite scent, and from a yellow spray rang 
the matins of the magpie, that sweetest of 
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Australian song-birds. From a huge stringy, 
bark, rising to a height of about a hundred 
twenty feet, came the hoarse, gurgling laughter 
of the laughing-jackass; and, from furthe 
within the forest, or the bush as it is invarigh} 
called, thrilled upon the air the high, clear ote 
of the whip-bird, ending with the abrupt crack 
which gives the bird its name. In two or 
directions Armitage thought he heard tree-fellen 
at their work, but the noise was caused by gi 
kingfishers, which in Australia take the place of 
woodpeckers.” 

Of course vigour of scene-painting is ap 
important part of the novelist’s equipment, 
It is notable, indeed, how real will seen 
any incident, howsoever improbable, if the 
accessories are not merely catalogued, ag 
with most novelists, but vitalized. No 
novelist understood this better than Dickens, 
For a novelist, however, something beyond 
descriptions is needed. Either the s 
must be new and striking or the chara. 
ters must be vigorously presented. Novy, 
though the opening chapters of ‘The Sport 
of Chance’ show that Mr. Sharp has, be. 
sides the power of scene-painting, the true 
story-teller’s gift of arresting the reader's 
attention and holding it, the interest after 
the first volume flags, and the promise 
of an original plot is hardly fulfilled, 
This would not, perhaps, greatly signify 
if the characters were vividly portrayed, 
but these, though for the most part pleas. 
ing, are too slightly sketched to leave 
any lasting impression on the reader's 
mind, while the villain, Charles Cameron, 
is scarcely a character at all. Shadowy as is 
the heroine, Mona Armitage, she is at least 
a lady, and this, perhaps, is saying much, 
for more imagination is required to paint 
an English lady or a Scotch one than to 
paint any number of rustics. Of the story 
generally it may be said that the characters 
who are meant to be ladies and gentlemen 
really are what they pretend to be, and that 
the writer has at least seen the phases of 
life he sets out to render. Also it must be 
said that the Scotch peasants are good, ané, 
indeed, we are by no means sure that Mr. 
Sharp would not do well to give us, instead 
of another sensation novel overloaded with 
sensationalism of a somewhat hackneyed 
kind, a story depicting Scottish village life. 
The faults of ‘The Sport of Chance’ are 
certainly numerous, and they are certainly 
glaring. Side by side with descriptive 
passages of uncommon beauty the reader 
will find paragraphs of slipshod writing 
for which can be found no excuse and no 
explanation. And yet, on the whole, it must 
be said that, notwithstanding the marks of 
haste which we have pointed out, the story 
never flags in interest, though often that 
interest is secured by means that are far too 
cheap to satisfy either a conscientious writer 
or a conscientious reader. 

Geoffrey Dane is certainly a devout lover 
of a charming woman, whom he finds to be 
married to a man beneath respect, a criminal 
hiding from justice. Whether he is alto- 
gether right in marrying Angel Halliday, 
from that lady’s point of view, is doubtful; 
but he does it at the request of his heroine, 
who tells him, at great cost to herself, that 
by so doing he can procure the forgiveness 
of the husband who deserves so little of her. 
When Geoffrey buys a horse of doubtful 
temper for his wife, we prepare with somé 
apathy to hear that the meek Angel 
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bas broken her neck, but a more telling 
solution is provided, the heroic Rose sacri- 
ficing her life to save her rival on the run- 
away steed. This is a happy thought, but 
the book has higher merits. 

Miss Curtois’s gloomy tale of sin and 
sorrow is written with a good deal of de- 
seriptive power, though we think the cen- 
tral figure, the miserable Geoff, hardly a 

ssible result of circumstances. Brought 
up from infancy in a den of thieves and 

achers, beaten and oppressed till he be- 
comes almost the ‘“ wolf” he is called, he 
retains much more than is natural of the 
traces of gentle blood, and all that is in- 
yolved in the heredity which counts for 
much, but not so much as is necessary for 
the author’s hypothesis. 

Mr. Hannan’s story will lose some of the 
readers it deserves through the weakness of 
its beginning. The opening letter to the 
Right Honourable the Earl of —— distracts 
without interesting, whilst the treatment of 
the narrative suggests a not very successful 
imitation of Mr. Wilkie Collins. As for the 
story, William Norris, the character for 
whom our sympathies are demanded, seems 
to have gone through China as a reckless, 
ignorant tourist, and would have richly 
merited some misfortune short of the terrible 
sufferings he actually endured in the temple 
at Pekin. Herbert Vanscombe was the 
worst possible person to go to his rescue, 
and would certainly have failed but for the 
sympathy and aid of better men than him- 
self. An idler who had seen no more of 
travel and adventure than may be found 
in lounging about continental cities; who 
objected to put on Chinese dress when to 
be recognized as an Englishman involved. 
the greatest risks, and who would by no 
means be persuaded to wear a pigtail; who 
started with an unconquerable hatred of the 
Chinese race that he was at no pains to 
conceal, and who would not learn a word of 
their language—was not the sort of person 
to conduct a secret mission of great delicacy 
and danger in the imperial city. However, 
the plot is well managed, and if readers will 
be contented to overlock the deficiencies in- 
dicated above, they will find in ‘ A Swallow’s 
Wing’ a story of strong and sustained in- 
terest well repaying perusal. 

Miss O’Byrne’s new historical romance is 
written in an even more astounding jargon 
than ‘Art McMorrough O’Cavanagh.’ Here 
isasample, drawn at random: ‘ ‘ Knowest 
thou, my Sar-glic-fear-feasa,’ replied 
McMorough, derisively, 

‘that great Roderic hath decreed the doom of 
Hi-Cinsellah, and if this our mighty oak be 
blasted and torn up from the root, by yon 
Jupiter ! where will be the birds that built their 
nests and sheltered within its branches, inagh ? 
No, no, father Abbot, thou shalt not snaffle us, 
even as my kinsman, Laurence, hath enaffled 
by his pious whine our derelict chiefs, and lead 
us, poor broken hobbies, to be tamely yoked to 
the chariot-wheels of this proud Ard-Righ, whom 
I will meet in the field, where shall be piled his 
cairn or mine, gluntho shin ?’” 

The narrative passages are even more 
turgid than the dialogue, and abound in 
dubious French, bad Latin—the author 
talks of a susurra and a tumuli—and ex- 
cruciating English, No greater literary 
penance could be inflicted on a sane reader 
than the task of wading through the 477 
pages of a preposterous romance. 





Chronicles of the Cumming Club and Memories 
of Old Academy Days, 1841-1846. Com- 
piled by Alexander Fergusson, Lieut.-Col. 
(Edinburgh, Constable.) 


Tus handsome volume aims at rescuing 
some of those scraps of good deeds past 
which must else become ‘‘ alms for Oblivion,” 
that ‘‘ great-sized monster of Ingratitudes.”’ 
The task is laudably designed and ably 
executed, and it will be strange if the very 
modest number of copies which are offered 
to the public are not speedily bought 
up. The Cumming Club are fortunate in 
their historiographer. Col. Fergusson, who 
has himself, at Bushire and elsewhere, seen 
sharp service in ‘‘the imminent deadly 
breach,” has not only a loyal heart, but a 
keen eye for character and a strong sense 
of humour. How few have carried from 
their schooldays into later life more than 
a shadowy impression even of their early 
friends! Or if at all, it is the friend as he 
was in boyhood that lives in memory, with 
powers just budding forth, or with un- 
thought-of capabilities slumbering within 
him. But time that sunders men carries 
them forward too; and the stern realities of 
life come in some shape to one and all. No 
effort of imagination (unless there were any 
that could then have prophesied of Balaclava 
and Inkerman, of Lucknow and Delhi, or 
of the peaceful triumphs of shipbuilding 
and of submarine telegraphy) could have 
wrought out from the little company of 
youths seated round one master’s desk at 
the Edinburgh Academy in 1845 such a 
tale of thrilling incident, of fair achieve- 
ment, and of bold adventure as appears in 
this plain and homely record. Alas! ‘the 
graves of the household,” in a retrospect of 
forty years, have more than their counter- 
part in the graves of the school, and at Col. 
Fergusson’s muster - roll the voices that 
should call ‘‘ Adsum ” are often still. The 
chivalry of John A. Ballard, the gentleness 
of Sir George Home, the never resting 
intellect of Fleeming Jenkin—these and 
other things here delineated belong already 
to the past, and the record of them has an 
added grace of piety. 

Until quite recently a class at the Edin- 
burgh Academy was a school within the 
school, having the unity that came of con- 
tinuing together under the same master from 
year to year. Though he saw little of his 
boys out of school, he insensibly imparted 
to them something of his own temper and 
disposition. The mere fact of the persistent 
vitality of the little society to which this 
volume owes its existence bears no slight 
tribute to the genuine excellence and human- 
heartedness of its ‘‘ eponymus,”’ Dr. James 
Cumming. His well-remembered features, 
somewhat rugged in their outlines, literally 
beamed with an expression of unfailing 
kindliness, to which (by-the-by) the likeness 
of him on the frontispiece does scant justice. 
And it is curiously instructive to observe 
that his father’s memory had been simi- 
larly kept up (from 1807 to 1815 at least) 
by ‘‘a club of gentlemen educated” under 
him ‘‘at the Canongate High School,” of 
whom the late Mr. David Laing, the well- 
known antiquary, was one. 

It is likewise evident that the class 
(we must speak of it in the present tense) 
owes much of its esprit de corps to 





‘“‘its leader from the first to the sixth,” 
Peter Guthrie Tait, the eminent natural 
philosopher, equally at home in the intri- 
cacies of gordian knots, of gases, and of 
golf. His fair Roman hand, clinching 
terse phrases with apt quotations, is clearly 
recognizable in many parts of this volume, 
even where his name does not appear. 
(Whether or not the views propounded in 
the‘ Unseen Universe’ ‘‘support the position 
taken up by James Clerk Maxwell” is a ques- 
tion which the writer of this article would 
not care to have to decide.) But the main 
thing still remains unmentioned—the stuff of 
which this class was made. That such names 
as those of Tait and Jenkin in science, of 
Allan Stewart and Sir Edward Harland in 
practical mechanics, of Patrick Heron Wat- 
son in surgery, of Doyle Shaw in naval 
service, of Andrew Beatson Bell in adminis- 
tration, of Henry Erskine, Henry Cockburn, 
Alexander Strange, John Pringle Sherriff, 
and others in the Indian service, of James 
Paton and others in the British army, of 
Andrew Wilson in adventurous enterprise— 
that these should have once been together 
on the same form in a Scottish day school 
is in itself sufficiently remarkable. And Col. 
Fergusson’s industry has collected evidence 
of much promise that was there besides, 
which fate did not allow to ripen. Young 
Matthews Utterson scaling the fort at 
Reshire, young Burnes carrying Sophie 
Christian in his arms laden with chains, 
John Simpson shot while defending his 
comrade’s wife, just before Cawapore—these 
and other incidents once read of will not be 
soon forgotten. 

There is not space here to do justice to 
the anecdotes, racy, humorous, and pathetic, 
with which the book of course abounds. 
There is an admirable account (in which 
many an old Academician will recognize the 
traits of vivid truthfulness) of that excellent 
teacher of elementary mathematics, Dr. 
Gloag, as true a man as ever stepped, but 
a most whimsical oddity ; of whom, it seems, 
the Cumming Club possesses an interesting 
relic. We quote from Col. Fergusson :— 

‘*Dr. Gloag, amidst the applause of the com- 
pany, undertook to lay on the table at the next 
dinner of the Club, the veritable Tawse used by 
him during the period of his long incumbency 
at the Academy ; an instrument that ‘ he feared 
was already well known to several members of 
the Club.’ In due course the promise was ful- 
filled. At the next annual dinner, 2nd January, 
1868, Dr. Gloag with some solemnity took from 
the pocket of his tail-coat the Tawse, and threw 
them on the table amidst a burst of rapturous 
applause.” 

Amongst the more serious incidents re- 
corded, the following is told for the first 
time, and seems to be well authenticated. 
The scene is on the Malabar coast, and the 
time is after the murder of Mr. Connally :— 

‘‘The Moplahs had repulsed and severely 
handJed a detachment of native troops sent 
against them. The insurgents had taken up a 
position in front of the bazar of a populous 
native village. A volley of musketry and a 
charge is the approved method in such a case ; 
but Strange knew of a better way. He was 
most unwilling to order his men to fire, seeing 
that had they done so there must have been loss 
of innocent life. Accordingly he drew up his 
company in front of the enemy’s position. The 
Moplah leader stood facing them, flourishing his 
‘tulwar,’ and inciting his followers, in the name 
of ‘the Faith,’ to the attack. Strange, he was 
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@ powerful man, fully six feet in height, did not 
draw sword or pistol, but, leaving his men halted, 
walked up alone to where the leader of the 
Moplahs stood gesticulating, seized him by the 
wrist, and, wrenching his sword from his hand, 
snapped it in two under his foot! Then, even 
as the Trojan warriors shrank at the awe-inspir- 
ing voice of the unarmoured son of Peleus, so 
these wild beings, at the call of Strange to yield 
up their arms and surrender—did so!” 

The only chapter we have found at all 
tedious (and even this is lighted up with 
tales about “old Gloag ’’) is the one entitled 
‘* Noctes Coonzeque.”” We do not share the 
Scottish taste for ‘“ Noctes” as a form of 
literature. Festivity is one thing, the regis- 
tration of festivity is another, though in a 
work of this kind it has its raison d’étre. But 
as a whole the book may be heartily recom- 
mended to all who care for manhood, warm 
human kindness, and genuine fun.

for Children of any Age,’ by Lucas Malet, the 
gifted author of that strange creation ‘Col. 
Enderby’s Wife.’ It is a scene from the country 
life of France—an idyl with a half-sad, half- 
joyous ending. To give a sketch of the beau- 
tiful pathetic story would be doing it scant 
justice; but all who can ought to possess 
themselves of this ‘‘ Christmas morality,” for it 
is rare Christmas reading—more fitted, perhaps, 
for the older ones when the children are out at 


play. 

Mrs. O'Reilly supplies in ‘ Play and Earnest’ 
a charming chronicle of child life from the 
child's point of view. ‘‘ We......knew,” said 
Janie, ‘‘ better than the grown-ups,” and a great 
truth lay in her remark. 

Miss Walton prints a pretty trio of stories 
in the volume entitled ‘A Pair of Clogs.’ The 
clogs belong to a child who has the unhappy, 
but not unusual fate of being stolen by gipsies. 

The hero of ‘Sturdy and Strong’ is a noble 
little fellow, and the tale of his successful 
struggle is inspiriting reading for boys. 

The squire’s grandson, like sturdy and 
strong George Andrew, makes the fortune of 
his family ; but while George has to toil and 
starve to gain his end, Geoffrey’s task is to pro- 
pitiate an enraged and wealthy grandfather. 

There is considerable charm in the style of 
‘Margery Merton’s Girlhood,’ but we cannot 
think that it fulfils the promise of Miss Corkran’s 
earlier works, It seems to us to contain her old 
ideas more poorly presented. The tale of the 
mediocre artist of blessed memory, and the scene 
of the treasure of a past happy time rudely 
ransacked by a mischievous girl, are surely much 
more effective in ‘The Young Philistine’ than 
in ‘Margery Merton’s Girlhood.’ Let Miss 
Corkran seek new matter and keep her old 
manner, and she will do well. 

‘By Order of Queen Maude’ is an unpleasant 
story of an arrogant girl who lords it over her 
family till their lives are a burden to them. 
For her sins she is run over and becomes a 
cripple, humble and repentant for the rest of her 
days. 

It takes a master hand to write an historical 
romance. ‘Sir Walter’s Ward,’ a tale of the 
Crusades, does not present much that is attrac- 
tive. Sir Dodo, the hero, ward to Walter von 
der Vogelweide, meets with wild and improbable 
adventures ; these strung together form an aim- 
less sort of story. 

We cannot help regretting the existence of 
such a book as ‘ Tom’s Adventures in Search of 
Shadowland.’ To us it reads like a series of dis- 
torted and deformed shadows of the ‘ Water- 
Babies’ and ‘ Alice in Wonderland.’ 

We pity Jack Frost’s little prisoners for 
their frugal fare. When it is considered that 
the list of writers contains such names as Miss 
Thackeray, Miss Yonge, and Mrs. Molesworth, 
it is amazing and distressing to find such poor 
stories. There is, of course, no harm in them, 
but there is very little good. Even ‘children 
of from four to twelve years of age” are surely 
worthy of a little pains. 

Pansy’s ‘ Workers Together’ is an American 
tale of no great merit. The hero is one Dr. 
Everett, superintendent of a Sunday school, who 
enacts Providence in his circle. There is a curious 
mixture of religion and love-making which is 
not pleasant. 

‘A Son of the Morning’ chronicles the deeds 
of another infallible doctor. The scene opens 
and closes in ‘‘ the fog that gathers over Caven- 
dish Square,” where Dr. Lansdowne sits and 
meditates, and whence he presides over com- 
plicated love affairs. On the whole, Dr. Lans- 
downe is not any more attractive than his Ame- 
rican brother in medicine, 

‘Miss Margery’s Ways’ strikes a different 
key. The scene is laid in a cathedral town. 
The bishop and other ecclesiastics conspire to 
arrange the life of a tiresome little girl whose 
diary forms the book, They are not particularly 
successful, 





‘Both Sides of the River’ is a romance of 
two families, somewhat spun out, with the usual 
attractions of a villain, a disputed marriage, and 
a love affair or so. 

Miss Linskill’s Northern romances are well 
known. ‘ Hagar’ is like its predecessors, except 
in one important particular—Hagar's chronicle 
is short. 

‘Sybil’s Dutch Dolls’ is the fantastic tale 
of a dream. Little Sybil buys 500 farthing 
dolls ; they seem to come to life and to teach 
her all manner of things. The illustrations are 
comic. 

We give a hearty welcome to ‘Three More 
Tales’ by Miss Paget. They are downright 
good stories, simply told, such as one does not 
often find in these days. 

‘Lotta’s Life Mistake’ is a dull story of a 
foolish girl badly told. 

‘ Twycross’s Redemption’ rightly calls itself a 
story of wild adventure. The scene is laid in 
Ceylon. Twycross at an early age threatens to 
go to the bad. A young lady, to save him 
from his misdeeds, disguises herself as a man 
and follows him everywhere. They are taken 
prisoners by rebel natives, they undergo torture 
and every kind of misery. In the end they 
manage to escape, and Twycross by this time is 
reformed and redeemed. Except its wildness 
the book has nothing to recommend it. 

L. T. Meade’s books vary greatly as to merit, 
‘The Palace Beautiful,’ which calls itself a story 
for girls, is a romantic chronicle, rather badly 
constructed, of the adventures of three orphan 
girls ; while ‘ Daddy’s Boy,’ reprinted from the 
Sunday Magazine, is one of the most charming 
and pathetic tales that we have seen for a long 
time. 

Miss Hullah’s ‘ Namesakes’ is a pretty little 
story of two fascinating children and their attend- 
ant parents and guardians, 

There are few nursery stories so good as Mrs, 
Molesworth’s, and ‘ Little Miss Peggy’ is one 
of the best of the bunch. Poor little Peggy 
manages to escape from her nursery and to be 
lost for aday ; but students of Mrs. Molesworth’s 
nursery lore will know that to be a very mild 
adventure for a baby heroine. 

‘ Caedwalla’ is an historical romance of a type 
resembling Prof. Church’s popular books for 
boys. ‘‘ Aulfhere, the Eorldoman, who owns all 
the land at the east end of Wihtea, where the 
Wihtwaras dwell, has had a quarrel with Arwald, 
who held the land round Wihtgarsbyryg (Caris- 
brooke), and who has been wanting for some 
time to get the upper hand among the Wiht- 
waras.” The heroes of the story are Atlfhere’s 
two sons, Addric and Wulfstan, who, with Ceol- 
wulf, a faithful retainer, had escaped from the 
home which had been attacked and burnt by 
Arwald. Whilst escaping by boat they encounter 
Caedwalla, the rightful king of Wessex, and by 
his advice leave ASdric, who has been wounded, 
to the care of the monks of Boseham. Ceolwulf 
and Wulfstan shortly join Caedwalla’s party, and 
thus meet with many exciting adventures. How 
Caedwalla conquers Edilwalch and takes posses- 
sion of Cissanceaster, and later kills the brutal 
Arwald and recovers the realm of Wessex, and 
then, relinquishing his throne, goes to Rome as 
a pilgrim ; also how Atdric and Wulfstan are 
restored to their father. who is concealed in the 
ruins of the Roman villa at Brading—we leave 
the intelligent reader to discover. The story 
abounds in incident both exciting and amusing. 
The adventure of Aidric and Brother Corman 
on the mud bank is capitally told. Some scenes 
are rather too bloodstained for the adult taste, 
but boys are probably not so particular, The 
illustrations are by the author. 

A tourist on the battle-field of the Boyne 
once asked his “kyar” driver to give him 
an account of “July the First.” With charac- 
teristic caution and shrewdness the latter replied, 
‘ Plase, your honour, on which side shall I tell 
it?” He, at least, knew that there were two 
sides to the story. Mr. Henty only gives one 
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—— 
side, and as he candidly says in his preface that 
he has adopted the Irish accounts, it is not sur- 
prising to find that his narrative is different 
from that derived from English sovrces. He 
has been led to some strange conclusions: the 
heroic defence of Londonderry was conducted 
by a handful of youths against the wishes and 
judgment of the bulk of the inhabitants; there 
was little fighting, only a long blockade. Again, 
the Irish had the best of the fighting at the 
Boyne, Aughrim, and Limerick ; if it had not 
peen for the cowardice of King James, who ran 
away from the first and fled direct to France, 
the issue of the war might have been different. 
It is true that this impression is to this day enter- 
tained by the peasantry, who still speak of “‘ She- 
mus” coupled with an unsavoury epithet, and it 
was shared in by the gallant Sarstield. Mr. Henty 
denies to the Irish the praise that they were 
actuated by loyalty to their king or attachment 
to their religion—they were really fighting to 
regain possession of the land. As Mr. Henty’s 

ges are intended for the rising generation, it 
would have been wiser not to have perpetuated 
bitter memories of events of which neither side 
can be altogether proud. 

If we may judge from his prefaces, Mr. Henty 
seems to have felt more sympathy with his Irish 
friends than with the Scotch. In‘ Bonnie Prince 
Charlie’ he has made a good use of good materials, 
and has put together an interesting, but rather 
complicated story, possessing in some of its scenes 
a thrilling interest. 

Dr. Stables’s highly entertaining tale will not 
diminish his reputation as an amusing writer for 
boys. If the story were a trifle less incredible 
it would possess more interest. The hero always 
comes in for hardship and suffering, and the 
account is not likely to lead our wayward youths 
to wander in search of adventure. 

Mr. Baldwin has strung together a number of 
the best-known classical myths, which with poetic 
licence he has woven into the history of his hero 
Odysseus. The narrative is pleasant. 

Mr. Collingwood’s tale of piracy and naval 
adventure in pursuit of pirates “ enemies of the 
human race,” contains many scenes of thrilling 
interest, and will add to the character of the 
author as a writer of attractive books for boys. 
His hero has always marvellous luck in his 
escapes, more than is usually found to be the 
case in such adventures. There are so many 
rovers and so many secrets that we are in doubt 
as to which is the real mystery. 

Mr. Manville Fenn will increase his reputation 
by his Christmas book. He has proved that 
scenes of exciting adventure can be invented in 
England without having recourse to slave-deal- 
ing in Central Africa or to piracy in the West 
Indies. The opposition of the inhabitants of the 
Lincolnshire fens to the drainage of their marshes, 
and the ruin of their decoys and fisheries, is his 
theme. The primitive pursuits, habits, and lan- 
guage ofthe people are well portrayed. The illus- 
trations are poor. 








OUR LIBRARY TABLE, 


Wuar interest and amusement may be derived 
from the Memoirs of an Arabian Princess (Ward 
& Downey) are due to their air of intensely 
matter-of-fact truthfulness. The author has 
neither the capacity nor the will to deviate into 
picturesque or imaginative writing. Her account 
of life in her home in Zanzibar is consequently 
of the simplest and the most unvarnished kind. 
For all her nineteen years of European life her 
heart is still with the ‘‘ Blessed South.” Sin- 
cerityand straightforwardness are seldom thrown 
away, and though her readers are not likely to 
be stirred into anything like excitement, their 
interest is sure to be awakened and kept moving, 
especially by the Arabian princess’s description 
of her own position and the ways and habits of 
Oriental women, about whom not much is 
known. Some of her comparisons between 
Occidental civilization and her own are full of 





common sense and judgment. Her picture of 
the domestic life which was ordered by her own 
father, the kindly patriarchal sovereign, is 
pleasant; that of the petty jealousies and 
heartburnings, and the more serious intrigues 
and dissensions, which must necessarily arise 
where troops of brothers and sisters, of different 
parentages and ages, are gathered together in 
one household, is not, but its interest is un- 
deniable. 

Three Friends of God, by Frances Bevan 
(Nisbet & Co.), is a book which will puzzle most 
people who may attempt to read it. Who the 
‘* Friends” may have been, and why they are 
“Friends,” are matters, as it seems, utterly 
unexplained, except that their names were 
John Tauler, and Nicholas of Basle, and Henry 
Suso ; and this little bit of information is given, 
not clearly in the book itself, but on the title- 
page. So far as we can make out from an un- 
intelligible book by an undeniably unintelligent 
writer, it seems to be an attempt to prove that 
three very famous Roman Catholic mystical 
writers of religious books in the fourteenth 
century were early Protestants of the type of 
Luther, and forerunners of the Reformation. 
If we are mistaken the author can only blame 
herself, and try to explain what she means more 
clearly another time. 

The Decline of British Prestige in the East, by 
Selim Faris (Fisher Unwin), is a work the object 
of which, unless it be to damage Nubar Pasha, 
it is not very easy to perceive. It contains one 
fairly interesting, but not very novel chapter, 
that on ‘‘ The Haj, or Pilgrimage to Mecca.” 

WE have received from Paris the first volume 
of a cheap three-volume edition of the works of 
Napoleon Bonaparte, edited by M. Tancréde 
Martel, and published by M. Albert Savine. 
This issue of the early works and of a selection 
of the letters only calls for notice because the 
editor displays an amount of hostility to this 
country which we should be glad to think rare 
in France. Where Napoleon compares poor 
King George III. to Nero, and Englishmen to 
Red Indians, M. Martel adds pleasant little notes 
to assure us that this, which was true when 
written, would be truer still of the England of 
to-day. 

Messrs. Low & Co. send us the new edition 
of their Classified Catalogue of Educational 
Works, which contains nearly twenty-five thou- 
sand entries, while the second did not reach 
fifteen thousand, a striking proof of the over- 
multiplication of school-books. The huge total 
is not really affected by the fact that the com- 
pilers have included a few works which it is 
rather an abuse of terms to call educational, 
such as the late Lord Stanhope’s ‘Spain under 
Charles II.,’ Mr. Schuyler's ‘ Turkistan,’ Mr. 
F. W. Newman on ‘ Homeric Translation,’ &c. 
One reflection suggested by this excellent volume 
is that school-books exhibit extreme tenacity of 
life. ‘ Mangnall’s Questions’ still exist in many 
editions ; ‘ Wood’s Algebra’ must be approach- 
ing its centenary ; ‘Bonnycastle’s Arithmetic’ 
has attained to its hundred and eighth year, but 
his ‘ Algebra’ has yielded to time, it would seem. 

Mr. A. R. Frey’s Sobriquets and Nicknames, 
an American work, of which Messrs. Whit- 
taker & Co. are the English publishers, shows 
more zeal than judgment. What is the use 
of recording that Mr. Percy Fitzgerald calls 
Pope the ‘‘ wasp of Twickenham”? And 
surely the absurdity of such an entry as the 
following is patent: ‘‘ Brilliant Madman, the. 
Charles XII. of Sweden. ‘Macedonia’s mad- 
man, or the Swede’ (Johnson, ‘ Vanity of Human 
Wishes ’).” Nor does one expect to meet in such 
a dictionary with biographies of Charles the 
Bold or Rob Roy; or such criticism as that 
some of Janet Hamilton’s poems ‘‘ are con- 
sidered equal to Burns”; or such history as 
‘* Augustus is not a proper name, but simply a 
title bestowed on Octavian, because he was head 
of the priesthood. In the reign of Diocletian 








both emperors were styled Augustus, i.e., sacred 
majesty.” The index is the best part of the 
volume. 

Mrs. L C. Mouton has written a clever series 
of brief social essays under the title of Ourselves 
and our Neighbours, of which Messrs. Ward & 
Downey have published an English edition.-— 
From Bogota comes a volume of Estudios 
Criticos, by Seiior N. M. Merchan, which is 
creditable to the sound sense and impartial 
judgment of the writer. 


Messrs. Burns & Oates send us a specimen 
of Catholic religious biography in Augustus 
Marceau, translated from the French of Father 
C. Mayet by A. W. Chetwode. Marceau was a 
nephew of the famous general of the Army of 
the Sambre and Meuse. 


WE have onourtable a pretty edition, published 
by Messrs. A. & C. Black, in three volumes, of 
Scott’s charming Tales of a Grandfather (the 
Scotch series), with a pleasant introduction by 
Archdeacon Farrar.—Messrs. Cassell have re- 
issued the Leopold Shakspere at the extremely low 
price of three and sixpence. It ought to be very 
popular. Were the illustrations omitted this 
edition would be decidedly the best obtainable 
at anything like the price. The type and paper 
are good, and Mr. Furnivall’s introduction, if 
occasionally eccentric in phrase. is full of informa- 
tion.—Messrs. Ward, Lock & Co. have produced 
an edition of the Poetical Works of Elizabeth 
Barrett Browning from 1826 to 1844, which are 
those of which the copyright has expired. The 
chief value of the edition lies in a brief, but 
accurate biography prefixed by Mr. Ingram.— 
Paradise Lost is issued, neatly bound and with 
an introduction by Dr. Bradshaw, for a shilling 
by Mr. Walter Scott in his ‘‘ Canterbury 
Poets,”-—To the ‘‘ Clarendon Press Series” has 
been added a neat reprint of Rasselas, with 
good notes and an introduction by Dr. Birk- 
beck Hill, Mr. Dobson has contributed to the 
same series an excellent edition of Goldsmith’s 
Select Poems, in which the reference to ‘‘ the 
Heinel of Cheapside” is duly explained.—The 
Cricket on the Hearth and Gray’s Poems are the 
last additions to the pleasant ‘‘ Pocket Library,” 
but why have Messrs. Routledge forgotten to 
say that the agreeable memoir of Gray and the 
introductions to his poems are those of the late 
Rev. R. A. Willmott, first published by Mr. Rout- 
ledge in 1854? Harold has been added to the 
neat and cheap “ Pocket-Volume Edition” of 
Lord Lytton’s novels.

AN AUTOGRAPH OF JOHN HARVARD. 
November, 1887. 

I Ask a small portion of your space for the 
purpose of recording the discovery of an auto- 
graph of John Harvard, and also of his brother 
Thomas, of whom I believe no other writing has 
been found. 

The brothers, as is known, held certain pro- 
perty by lease from the Hospital of St. Katha- 
rine, near the Tower of London. Communi- 
cations were, therefore, opened with the present 
authorities of the hospital, by whom they were 
very kindly received, and a thorough search of 
the very numerous muniments of the hospital 
was made by direction of Sir Arnold White, the 
Chapter Clerk of St. Katharine’s, The result, 
communicated to me in September last, and 
now first made public, was the bringing to light 
of the original counterpart lease from the 
hospital to “ John Harvard, Clerke, and Thomas 
Harvard, Cittizen and Clothworker of London,” 
of certain tenements in the parish of Allhallows, 
Barking, the lease bearing date July 29th, 1635, 
and the counterpart being executed by John 
Harvard and Thomas Harvard. A feature of 
no little interest, as I would point out, is that 
this is not an antiquarian curiosity whose his- 
tory has to be traced, with more or less of un- 
certainty and doubt, from one hand to another 
during a period of 250 years, but a document 
which not only is in legal custody, but in the 
selfsame custody into which it passed so soon 
as the ink of the signatures to it was dry, and 
in which, I may add, it will remain so long as 
it shall endure. Custody is a point the supreme 
importance of which will be recognized without 
the need of further remark from me.

17 in. by 20in.—and in the very best style, is 
now being executed, copies of which will very 
shortly be procurable.

NOTES FROM OXFORD. 
December, 1837. 
Tue division taken early this term on the 
statute respecting the proposed Honour School 
of Modern Languages was not altogether un- 
satisfactory. That a novel scheme which aimed 
at encouraging special study, which in appear- 
ance at least favoured philology at the expense 
of literature, and which was unquestionably open 
to the charge that it involved a rather cumbrous 
machinery, should have been supported by as 
many as ninety-two members of Congregation, 
speaks well for its chances of success at no dis- 
tant period. A small majority in its favour 
would have only provoked a more pronounced 


sion of opinion in so full a house necessitates g 
careful reconsideration of the question. What 
steps Council will take we do not yet know, but 
outside that illustrious body there is not much 
doubt as to what they ought to do. It would 
not be difficult so to modify the statute as to 
conciliate a considerable section of those who 
voted against it the other day. The structure 
of the school should be simplified by the excision, 
for the present at least, of some of the languages, 
e.g., the Slavonic group, and by enlarging the 
common elements of study necessary for all can. 
didates. More stress might be laid on English 
philology and literature, and possibly entrance 
to the school might be confined to those who 
had taken honours in Classical Moderations, thus 
securing a preliminary classical training. These 
changes, while leaving untouched the principle 
of the scheme, the scientific study of language 
and literature combined, would probably satisfy 
all but those who either are irreconcilably op. 
posed to specialization in any form, or who see 
in every change a disguised attack on the classics 
or the college system, or who insist on divorcing 
the study of literature from the study of lan- 
guage. In any case Council will do well not to 
fall back on a series of little useless changes, 
thrusting a French book here and a German one 
there into the ordinary curriculum of our ex- 
aminations, which if proposed would have but a 
doubtful prospect of success, and if carried would 
do nothing to remove from the University the 
reproach under which she lies at present of 
assigning no place in her system of Honour 
Examinations to modern languages. 

Among the grants of money voted by Con- 
vocation on November 22nd were two of some 
importance. The Pitt Rivers collection is now 
safely housed in the building erected for it 
behind the museum. But its arrangement has 
proved to be a more laborious and costly work 
than was originally anticipated. It was obviously 
desirable to set out each series of objects more 
fully and clearly than had been possible at 
South Kensington, while in many cases missing 
links in the chain of sequence have since been 
supplied by donations. Thus the placing and 
labelling of each single object in any case de- 
manded considerable care and reflection. The 
work so far has been admirably done, under 
Prof. Moseley’s directions, by Mr. Balfour, of 
Trinity. A sum of 1,200/. has been voted 
for the completion of the task, and by the end 
of three years from now we may hope to see 
the whole collection so arranged, described, and 
catalogued as to teach plainly to all who will 
study it the lessons it is intended to convey. 

The second grant was for the cost of moving 
the Arundel and other ancient marbles to the 
University Galleries; and it marks an important 
step forward in the direction of unifying and 
properly exhibiting the classical antiquities of 
the University. The smaller objects, vases, &., 
are already, thanks to Mr. Evans, properly 
arranged in the Ashmolean Museum. This last 
grant enables us to reunite, for the first time 
since it came to Oxford, the historic collection 
of marbles, long ago described and catalogued 
by Chandler, but hitherto deposited partly in 
the Bodleian, partly in the basement of the 
Ashmolean, and partly in the University Gal- 
leries. By the time that Prof. Michaelis pro- 
duces a new edition of his ‘ Ancient Marbles in 
Great Britain’ we may hope that he will be 
able to erase his severe, but well-deserved 
criticism on the unworthy treatment accorded 
by a learned university to some of its most 
valuable treasures. The rearrangement of the 
collection in its new home will be entrusted to 
the competent hands of Prof. Gardner. 

It is encouraging to find the two universities 
associating themselves with the proposed archzo- 
logical work in Cyprus. Mr. Hogarth, who did 
well in Asia Minor last year under the guidance 
of Prof. Ramsay, and is shortly about to start 
for Cyprus, has made good use of the newly

founded Craven Fellowship, and has, as the first 
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Fellow, set a good example of energy and reso- 
jon. 
nthe award of a medal to Prof. Moseley by the 
Royal Society is not only a well-merited tribute 
to his great abilities and his unflagging devotion 
to scientific study, but is peculiarly welcome just 
now, when he has been compelled by ill health 
to lay aside for the present all the work towhich 
he has so freely given his time and strength. 
More recently still Oxford men have read with 
jeasure the announcement that Mr. Bywater’s 
+ reputation here as a Greek scholar has 
been confirmed by the judgment of the Berlin 
Academy, which has added his name to those 
of the half-dozen Englishmen who are corre- 
sponding members of that distinguished body. 
In closing these notes a word of congratulation 
may be offered to Mr. Pollard, the head master 
of the High School here, on the brilliant success 
he has just achieved in scholarship examinations. 
Two scholarships at Balliol, one classical, the 
other mathematical, and a classical scholarship 
at Trinity, have been gained during the last fort- 
night by members of a school which numbers, 
alltold, only ninety-five boys. These triumphs, 
taken together with the exceptionally high aver- 
age maintained by the school in the local ex- 
aminations, are sufficient proof of Mr. Pollard’s 
skill as a teacher, and give a very conclusive 
reply to attacks foolishly made upon the school 
bysome of the less intelligent members of the 
Town Council.

THACKERAYANA. 
Chelmsford. 


So many notes and queries intended to throw 
light upon the personal history of W. M. Thac- 
keray have lately appeared that I think the fol- 
lowing, which is of some local and general in- 
terest, is worth preserving. ’ 

It is, of course, commonly supposed that Ottery 
St, Mary and Exeter were respectively the towns 
described by Thackeray in ‘Pendennis’ as 
“Clavering” and “Chatteris.” This may be 
the case, or it may not ; but I am not aware that 
ithas ever been explained why Thackeray chose 
the name of ‘‘Clavering.” It may have been 
simply because the name is, to a certain extent, 
aeuphonious one; but grounds are not altogether 
wanting for the supposition that he had some 
sort of connexion with the village of Clavering, 
seven miles south-west from Saffron Walden, in 
Essex, which is the only village of the same name 
inGreat Britain. This conjecture rests chiefly 
upon the names of some of the characters in the 
story. Thus it seems probable that “ the Claver- 
ings of Clavering Park” were so called by Thac- 
keray after the family of Clavering which actually 
held Clavering in the thirteenth and fourteenth 
centuries ; whilst ‘‘ the Welbores of the Barrow ” 
probably owe the casual introduction of their 
very uncommon name to the Welbores who re- 
sided at an old house called ‘‘ Pondes ” in Claver- 
ing in the sixteenth century. There is still in 
the church a brass, dated 1591, to the wife of a 
certain Thomas Welbore.. The Rev. F. G. Nash, 
Vicar of Clavering, has kindly, though unsuccess- 
fully, endeavoured to trace some local connexion 
with the novelist. Perhaps the publication of 
this may elicit the fact that such a connexion 
once existed. I know enough of Clavering to be 
able to say that it is certainly not the original 
of the town described under that name in ‘ Pen- 
dennis,’ Miizer Curisty. 








THE FOUNDER OF THE ‘ TIMES. 


Mr. Braves charges me with having in my 
book on ‘English Newspapers’ committed two 
of “the usual stereotyped errors.” One of these, 
at any rate, does not seem to me very serious. 





Attempting in a short sentence to give non- 
technical readers a general notion of Henry 
Johnson’s logographic printing process, which 
the first John Walter used in his Daily Universal 
Register, I said that it ‘‘ consisted in the use of 
metal castings of complete words instead of 


separate letters,” which is not exactly the same 
as the ‘‘statement” that the logotypes were 
‘* words cast in one piece,” which Mr. Blades 
attributes to me. That “statement” is not 
mine, but Mr. Blades’s, who says, in the Mac- 
millan article which he blames me for not hav- 
ing profited by, that ‘‘Johnson’s idea was to 
have all the words in the language cast in one 
piece,” and who further explains that Johnson’s 
original method was afterwards “considerably 
modified, and the ingenious plan adopted to fuse 
the separate letters of a word into a solid piece.” 
I ought perhaps to have quoted Walter’s own 
description of the logographic types (given in 
No. 510 of the Universal Register) as ‘‘ formed 
out of letters cemented into syllables and words, 
and substituted instead of letters.” But it was, 
I submit, not a very heinous offence to speak 
concisely of ‘‘ metal castings of complete words ” 
rather than of ‘‘fusions or cementings of 
separately cast letters into solid pieces.” 

Mr. Blades’s other charge is graver, and I 
plead guilty to it. I did ‘‘roll two men into 
one,” in so far as that feat could be achieved by 
muddling together my notes about two separate 
persons. My only excuse is that, as the notes 
were made some time before the chapter in 
which they were incorporated was written, I 
allowed myself to be misled, as Mr. Blades 
correctly assumes, by the imprint of Henry 
Johnson’s pamphlet of 1783, which was then 
said to be ‘‘ printed logographically and sold 
by John Walter, Bookseller, Charing Cross.” 
I was well aware—but at the time of writing 
forgot—that the logographic printer was John 
Walter of Printing House Square, who died in 
1812, and that the bookseller was John Walter 
of Charing Cross, who died in 1803. I can only 
apologize for the blunder. At the same time, 
allow me to disclaim any intention of writing 
‘the biography of John Walter.” The aim of 
my book is to give some account of newspaper 
history, but, except in a few cases, it contains 
merely passing references to the outside careers 
and occupations of the men connected with 
newspapers. As I have had to refer casually to 
some hundreds of such men, though to few more 
successful than the Walters, it is more than 
likely that I have fallen into other errors besides 
the one pointed out by Mr. Blades, All I can 
hope is that any errors of this sort do not 
materially impair the accuracy of my book as 
far as its main and only real purpose is con- 
cerned. 

An interesting field of inquiry is open for 
those inclined to it, as to the at present myste- 
rious relations between the two John Walters of 
a hundred years ago.. Mr. Blades, who is fond 
of guessing, considers it ‘‘ not at all improbable 
that they occasionally met together over a pipe 
in the back room at Charing Cross.” That, if 
they were smokers, is likely enough. As the 
bookseller was the “ only apprentice ” of Robert 
Dodsley, who retired from business in 1759, he 
was, doubtless, a few years older than his name- 
sake, born in 1738. Was he an uncle or a 
cousin? The originator of the Times was, as he 
tells us in ‘The Case of John Walter,’ left 
an orphan at the age of seventeen, and he fol- 
lowed his father’s calling, that of a coal dealer, 
until his bankruptcy in 1783. The circumstances 
under which he became a printer in 1784 have 
never been explained ; and, though it is wrong 
to “roll the two men into one,” it is only fair, 
especially as both were concerned in the pro- 
motion of Henry Johnson’s logography, to 
assume that they were associated in the com- 
mencement of the Daily Universal Register, 
which was the forerunner of the Times. It is 
worth noting that 1803, the year when John 
Walter of Charing Cross died, was also the 
year in which the first John Walter of Print- 
ing House Square transferred to his more 
famous son the management of the Times.

THE SCOTTISH TEXT SOCIETY. 


Two instalments of the Society’s issue for 1886 
have been delivered to subscribers, viz., the 
second and third parts of Montgomerie’s ‘ Poems,’ 
completing the work. The third will be ‘The 
Richt Vay to the Kingdome of Heuine,’ by 
Gau, edited by Prot. Mitchell, of St. Andrews, 
with a glossary by Mr. Law, of the Signet 
Library. 

The first volume of Barbour’s ‘ Legends of the 
Saints’ is in the press, and will be issued early 
nextyear. The text to be printed for the Society 
will be as exact a representation of the MS. as it 
is possible to give ; and it will be found to differ 
in several minute, but, for philological purposes, 
important, particulars from Dr. Hortsmann’s. 
Mr. Rogers, of the University Library, Cam- 
bridge, is making a correct transcript of the 
MS., and collating the proofs with the MS. 
As much of the text of Dalrymple’s transla- 
tion of Leslie’s ‘ Historie of Scotland’ as will 
complete a volume is also in the printers’ 
hands. The glossary of Blind Harry is ready 
for the press, and the introduction and notes 
are nearly completed. It is hoped that the 
introduction, notes, and glossary to Dunbar’s 
poems will be ready for the press by the end of 
next year. 

Mr. F. J. Amours, of Glasgow, has undertaken 
to edit ‘Gawan and Golagras,’ ‘The Pystyl of 
Swete Susan,’ and other alliterative poems. The 
Rev. J. King Hewison, of Rothesay, is busy with 
the works of Ninian Winzet. Prof. Varnhagen, 
of Erlangen, has undertaken to edit ‘ The Seven 
Sages’ of Rolland. Prof. Minto has Henryson’s 
poems in hand. 

A suggestion has been made that the ‘ Basi- 
likon Doron’ should be printed from the original 
MS. in the king’s own handwriting in the 
British Museum. It is in Scotch, and differs 
considerably from the first edition of 1599, of 
which only seven copies were printed. Mr. Law 
proposes that the Society should issue a collec- 
tion of all the Scripture passages scattered up 
and down in works of early Scottish writers in 
the vernacular, and arrange them in the order of 
the books of the Old and New Testaments. 
Members of the Society who come across such 
passages are requested to send them to Mr. 
Law. Four readers have volunteered to read 
for the proposed Scottish Dictionary. Mr. A. 
Murray is reading Dunbar’s poems; Mr. J. D. 
Hope, Montgomerie’s poems; Mr. P. S. Allan, 
Dalrymple’s translation of Leslie’s ‘ Historie of 
Scotland’; and Mr. J. Mure Ritchie, ‘ Wallace,’ 
by Blind Harry. More readers are required.

address on ‘ The Study of Literature.’ 


Havine resigned his connexion with the 
Antiquary, Mr. Gomme is going to start a 
new monthly journal, which will be pub- 
lished by Mr. David Nutt. It will be 
divided into sections, devoted respectively 
to anthropology, archeology, history, and 
literature. The first number will, it is 
hoped, be ready early next year. 


Mr. F. W. Marrianp, who has just 
issued a valuable edition of the MS. known 
as Bracton’s Note-Book, has consented to 
edit for the Pipe Roll Society a volume 
dealing with the rolls of the Curia Regis 
for the reign of Richard I. It is not gener- 
ally known that Sir Francis Palgrave, in his 
volume of ‘Rotuli Curis Regis,’ issued by 
the Record Commissioners in 1835, over- 





looked about eighty membranes of the rolls 
of the court which belonged to the reign of 
Richard I. These unprinted membranes 
will now be dealt with by Mr. Maitland, and 
thus, it is hoped, within a few years every 
fragment of those earliest Plea Rolls will 
be made available to the student in a printed 
form, with full indexes. 

Art the request of the Committee of the 
Cobden Club, Mr. C. 8. Salmon is now 
writing a brochure on confederation in the 
West Indies as a means of promoting self- 
government in those colonies. Mr. Salmon 
has had much correspondence on this subject 
with West Indians. 

Wirn reference to a recent paragraph in 
the Atheneum on the posthumous works of 
the Rev. Edward Thring, Mr. T. Fisher 
Unwin announces that three volumes, con- 
sisting of ‘ Addresses,’ ‘ Uppingham School 
Songs,’ and ‘Poems and Translations,’ will 
be published on December 17th. 

Tue library at the City Liberal Club is 
being used as a lending library to the 
members. This experiment has been ren- 
dered possible by the appointment of an 
honorary librarian, Mr. Edward M. Borrajo. 


Tue autotype facsimile of the ‘Black 
Book of Carmarthen’ is now ready for the 
binders. The work, which is limited to 250 
copies, forms vol. ii. of the series of Welsh 
texts. 

Str Heyry James has lately given an 
opinion on the vexed question as to whether 
copies of all American books issued here— 
although actually printed and published in 
the United States— must be sent to the 
British Museum Library. He agrees with 
the Attorney-General that the law makes no 
distinction between such works and books 
of purely English origin. 

Mr. J. H. Quinn, of the Liverpool Free 
Library, has been appointed chief librarian 
of the Chelsea Free Libraries. 

Miss Marcaret VELEy, the author of 
‘For Percival,’ ‘ Mitchelhurst Place,’ and 
other novels, died after a brief illnes on 
Wednesday morning. She was forty-four 
years of age. We must defer saying more 
till next week. 

Mr. Wikre Cottins’s new story, which 
Messrs. Tillotson are offering to the news- 
papers at home and abroad, is entitled ‘ The 
Legacy of Cain.’ The same firm announce 
a new story by Mr. Bret Harte, the name of 
which is ‘ The Argonauts of North Liberty.’ 

Mr. Arnotp Forster is preparing a 
volume uniform with the ‘ Citizen Reader,’ 
entitled ‘The Laws of Every-Day Life.’ It 
is intended as a reader for the upper stan- 
dards in elementary schools and night 
schools. 

In the January number of the Genealogist, 
which commences the fifth volume of the 
new series, an important article will be con- 
tributed by the well-known ‘G. E. C.” on 
‘The Peerage of Ireland,’ with especial 
reference to the changes brought about by 
the Act of Union. Sir Henry Barkly, 
K.C.B., will write on ‘ Testa de Nevill,’ and 
will examine and date the Gloucestershire 
Returns; Mr. Horace Round will contribute 
a paper on ‘ Odard the Sheriff,’ taking the 
pedigree back to Domesday; and Mr. Joseph 
Bain will deal with the early history of the 
Earldom of Buchan. 





Tue fame of the late Dean of Rochester 
will long be preserved by the dictionary 
which bears his name and that of the Dean 
of Christ Church. Truth to say, at its first ap. 
pearance the merits of the book were main] 
due to Passow; and to those who did not knoy 
Oxford it must have seemed curious that the 
vocabulary of Aristotle was so poorly treated 
in the work of two Oxford scholars, By 
careful re-editing the lexicon was steadj) 
improved, until now it may be pronounced 
superior to any French or German rival. Jt 
will probably for years enjoy an undisputed 
supremacy in England. Dr. Scott at one 
time thought of following it up with a 
lexicon of New Testament Greek, but 
ill health caused the abandonment of the 
design. Dr. Scott’s scholarship showed 
itself pleasantly in various epigrams and 
jeux desprit, one of the most celebrated 
being an Homeric catalogue of the sup. 
porters of Wellington and Peel in a sup. 
posed contest for the chancellorship of the 
University, which he wrote soon after 
taking his degree. Dr. Scott left Oxford 
in 1840, but in 1854 he was recalled to 
Balliol to succeed Jenkyns as Master, and 
the sixteen years during which he presided 
over the college were years of great pro- 
sperity. He was an excellent man of busi- 
ness; but besides attending to university 
and college affairs, he filled the Ireland 
Professorship of Exegesis. After he became 
Dean he devoted much of his leisure to the 
Revision of the New Testament. 


Mr. J. T. Crarx, the Keeper of the Ad- 
vocates’ Library, writes :— 

‘*In your notice of the ‘Poems of Alexander 
Scott,’ modernized by Mackean, the writer does 
not seem to have been aware—a fact at which | 
am not surprised, as the issue was very limited— 
that an edition of ‘The Poems of Alexander 
Scott, from George Bannatyne’s Manuscript, com- 
piled a.p. 1568,’ was printed for private circula- 
tion in 1882. The opportunity was taken by the 
editor of issuing this edition when the whole of 
the Bannatyne MS. was being printed for the 
Hunterian Club. The appendix contains two 
poems, supposed to have been written by Scott, 
additional to what is contained in Laing’s edition; 
and as bearing on your remark that a good edi- 
tion of Alexander Scott is wanted, I may quote 
the following from the prefatory note of the 
1882 issue : ‘It only remains to be said for this 
privately printed edition that the text has been 
most carefully collated with the original manu- 
script ; and without entering into details, it may 
with truth be affirmed that.Scott’s poems are 
now, for the first time, accurately printed.’” 

Tue ‘Sette of Odd Volumes” met on 
Friday the 2nd, and Mr. George Clulow read 
a paper ‘ On the Chronology and Varied Uses 
of Playing Cards during the Past Five Cen- 
turies,’ giving much new matter on the sub- 
ject. 


Tux autobiography of the distinguished 
Italian statesman Marco Minghetti is now 
in the hands of the publisher. Minghetti, 
who died twelve months ago, devoted 
some of his last moments to the revision of 
his memoirs, which when printed will ex- 
tend to four volumes, and are said to be 0 
great historical and literary interest. 

Tue Société Bibliographique are making 
preparations for an International Biblio- 
graphical Congress, td take place at Paris 0 
April next. The proceedings will follow 
the arrangement adopted in the former cot- 
gress of 1878, and will be divided into fou 
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yections: the literary and scientific progress 
of the last ten years, popular publications, 
bibliography proper, and societies and inter- 
pational relations. 

A yorume in the press, entitled ‘ Bold 
Retrenchment,’ contains letters from Mr. 
Gladstone and Sir W. V. Harcourt, and 
contributions from Lord Hobhouse, Hon. 
B. Coleridge, M.P., Mr. Joseph Dodds, 
M.P., Mr. Labouchere, M.P., and Mr. W.S. 
Shirley, M.P.; a manifesto of the Financial 
Reform Association, and other matter. 


Tue death is announced of Miss E. 
Lazarus, an American poet and novelist of 
much ability. Her first volume, published 
at New York in 1871, ‘ Admetus, and other 
Poems,’ was unnoticed in America till it 
was warmly praised in the Atheneum. After 
that she enjoyed a considerable reputation 
in her own country, though she never quite 
fulfilled the promise of ‘ Admetus.’ 


Aw English translation of E. Franzos’s 
‘Kampf ums Recht’ is promised by Messrs. 
Clarke & Co. Dr. George Mac Donald con- 
tributes a preface. 

Messrs. BELL announce a series of shilling 
books, to be styled ‘‘ Bohn’s Shilling Library 
of Standard Works,” with notes and intro- 
ductions. Among the volumes in preparation 
are Bacon’s ‘ Essays’; a translation of Les- 
sing’s ‘Laocoon’; the ‘Inferno,’ in Cary’s 
version; Part I. of ‘ Faust,’ translated by 
Miss Swanwick ; Helps’s ‘ Life of the late 
Thomas Brassey,’ &c.

CHEMICAL NOTES, 


Ir is stated that diamonds have been found 
in a meteoric stone weighing about four pounds 
that fell in the district of Krasnolobodsk, Russia, 
on September 4th, 1886. The portion of the 
meteorite insoluble in acids contained small 
bodies which are harder than corundum, and 
agree with the diamond in density and other 
properties. These constituted about 1 per cent. 
of the stone. This occurrence is of the more 
interest seeing that Mr. Fletcher has but recently 
noticed the presence of a peculiar form of crystal- 
lized carbon in a meteoric iron (Atheneum, No. 
3124, p. 345, September 10th). 

The common belief that the increased brittle- 
ness of human bones with advancing years is due 
to the increased percentage of inorganic salts has 
been shown by Mr. Mason tw be without founda- 
tion. He has determined the ash in bones of 
fifty subjects of different ages, the bone for ex- 
amination being in every case cut from the dense 
portion of the middle of the shaft of the femur, 
and finds that after reaching manhood no varia- 
tion in the quantity of ash takes place with 
increasing age. He ascribes the different results 
obtained by other observers to their having 
made the comparison with different bones. 

_ M. Villon announces the discovery of tannin 
in the animal kingdom. It was extracted from 
corn weevils, which contain about 3 per cent. 
of it. It forms small, reddish - yellow scales, 
soluble in water, alcohol, &c., and shows the 
general properties of the tannins, precipitating 
elatin, albumin, and alkaloids, and giving a 
luish-black coloration with iron salts, When 





heated with sulphuric acid, it is deoomposed into 
glucose, gallic acid, and a substance analogous to 
phlobaphen.

RoyaAL.—WNov. 30.--Anniversary Meeting.—Prof. 
Stokes, President, in the chair.—The auditors of the 
Treasurer's accounts presented their report.—The 
Secretary read the list of Fellows deceased and 
Fellows elected since the last anniversary.—The 
anniversary address was delivered by the President, 
and it was ordered to be printed.—The medals were 
then presented as follows : The Copley Medal to Sir 
J. Hooker; Royal Medals to Col. Clarke and 
Prof. Moseley ; and the Davy Medal to Mr. J. A. R. 
Newlands.—The officers and Council for the ensuing 
year were elected as follows: President, Prof. G.G.

ASIATIC.—WNov. 21.—Sir T, Wade, President, in the 
chair.— The following gentlemen were elected : 
Messrs. M. David, M. Gopal, F. Hewitt, Sadder- 
Uddin Khan, Rang Lal, and T. Adkins as Resident, 
and Dean Butcher, Rev. M. Cumpbell, Messrs. Syed 
Ali Bilgrami, E. G. W. Senetha Raja, H. Cousins, 
EK. A. Floyer, S. Pratt, Babu Damadara Mukhapa, 
P. R. Valladares, M. A. Rouffignac, and M. A. Barth 
as Non-Resident Members.—The Secretary, Prof. 
re Davids, read an abstract of a paper by Dr. 
Edkins, of Pekin, on ‘Foreign Elements in Karly 
Japanese Mythology,’ in which it was argued that 
there were distinct traces of fire worship and other 
Persian ideas in ancient Chinese history, and that 
the Japanese in borrowing from China had also 
adopted Persian ideas. Quotations were given from 
the legend of Izanagi and Izanami, and other 
myths, and the conclusion drawn that the Persian 
elements in Japanese religion were: 1. That the 
dual principle is made the basis of the universe ; 2. 
That many powerful spirits were formed before the 
physical universe ; 3. That things were created in 
the same order; 4. That the Japanese goddess 
Amaterasu is a form of the Persian Mith-ras; 5. 
That the great angels ruling the wind, fire, earth, 
water, wood, &c., resemble the Persian ; 6. The puri- 
fication ceremonies; 7. The dedication of white 
horses in their sun-temples.— Mr. Satow did not 
think that the evidence adduced justified the con- 
clusions arrived at, In order to argue as to the 
sources of Japanese belief, it would be necessary 
to go to older documents than those quoted from. 
That white horses were sacrificed was evidence 
rather of their having been thought precious than 
of Persian influence ; and they were offered not only 
to the sun-god, but to other gods. Purification 
played an important part not only in the Persian, 
but also in other forms of faith—A discussion 
followed. 





ARCHEOLOGICAL INSTITUTE.—Dec. 1.—Mr. T. H. 
Baylis in the chair.—Dr. M. W. Taylor read a paper 
‘On some Recent Diggings in Prehistoric Graves in 
Wynaad, Southern India.’ He had this year ex- 
cavated a number of these barrows and kistvaens, 
and had found a remarkable identity, even in detail, 
with British examples. Within the cists, with the 
remains of the body, were deposited the sepulchral 
vessels, the “food vessel,” and drinking cup; out- 
side a quantity of pottery and terra-cotta idols, 
amongst which the most frequent was the figure of 
the cow, and the emblem of the cow’s horn. Dr. 
Taylor called attention to the remarkable corre- 
spondence between these cow-idols and those which 
had been found by Dr. Schliemann at Tiryns, My- 
cen, and the fourth city of Troy, which had been 
referred to the worship of Hera and the cow-goddess 
Io. He claimed to have shown that these special 
objects found in Indian graves have their analogues 
in the archaic cities of Greece, and that the cow 
worship of which they are the symbols, surviving 
in India into far more recent times, is the manifesta- 
tion of acult the prototype of which arose on the 
banks of the Nile.—Mr. Park Harrison read a paper 
‘Onthe Pre-Norman Remains at Oxford Cathedral.’ 
—The Rev. C. R. Manning read some notes on a 
monument in Hawton Church, Notts, to Sir Robert 
de Compton, showing the value of such slight evi- 
dences as matrices of brasses in determining the age 
and identification of sepulchral memorials. 





LINNEAN.—JNov. 17.—Prof.St.G Mivart,V.P.,inthe 
chair.— Mr. A. Bennett drew attention to three new 
British plants, viz., Arabis alpina from the Cuchillon 
Mountains, Isle of Skye ; Juncus alpina from Perth- 


shire; and Juncus tenuis from Kirkcudbrightshire, 
—Mr.W. H. Beeby made remarks on Carex cespitosa 
from Shetland.—Mr. W. Wilson sent for exhibition 
branches with ripe berries of Taxus baccata and its 
variety hibernica produced by natural cross-fertili- 
zation. These were grown in Central Aberdeenshire. 
—Mr. T. Christy showed a new species of Strophan- 
thus (from the Niger), distinguished by its brown 
velvety seed and bitter taste—Mr. D. Morris ex- 
hibited the following specimens : fibres from Vera 
Cruz named broom root, which examination showed 
to be the root-fibres of Epicampus macroura, known 
as “ Raviz de Zacaton” by the Mexicans; another 
Mexican fibre, “Ixtle,” much used for nail-brushes, 
&c., by reason of its short tough material, found 
by the Kew authorities to be derived from Agave 
heteracantha.—Mr. J. G. Baker showed Lycopodium 
albidum, a new species from the Andes of Ecuador ; 
it is allied to Z. clavatum, but without chlorophyll 
except at the base. He also showed Neobaronia 
ziphoclades, a new papilionaceous plant from Mada- 
gascar, obtained by the Rev. R. Baron.—A paper 
was read by Mr. P. Geddes ‘On certain Factors of 
Variation,in Plants and Animals: Part I. Plants.’ 
(1) Starfing from the origin of a flower as a 
shortened branch, it is evident that this cannot be 
attributed to natural selection, since the apparent 
alternative of lengthening cannot exist, vegetation 
being checked by reproduction. The same explana- 
tion holds good (2) of the shortening of the inflores- 
cence from raceme through spike or umbel to capitu- 
lum or even fig; (3) of the shortening of the axis with- 
in the flower itself, giving the transition from hypo- 
gyny through perigyny to epigyny j (4) of the reduc- ~ 
tion and coherence of the floral envelopes; (5) of 
the reduction of stamens; (6) of carpels; (7) of ovules. 
These constitute the leading modifications of the 
flower, and the essential characters of the natural 
order are then seen to be continuously developed 
as a@ consequence of vegetative subordination and 
reproductive preponderance, natural selection fur- 
nishing more frequently the check to evolutionary 
change than the impulse or aid toit. Floral colour 
is seen to have arisen in the same way, the reds and 
ellows of flowers (as of spring and autumn foliage) 
eing simply the imperfect vegetation of immaturity, 
reproduction, and decline. The tendency to its 
accumulation is primarily associated with the pro- 
gressive shortening of the axis for reproduction, 
although here a certain measure of acceleration 
through rational selection, ¢.e., by aid of insects, is 
not denied. An examination of floral details shows 
many of the most peculiar “adaptations ” to be more 
simply interpretable in terms of the characters of 
the leaves of which they are checked equivalents, 
é.g., not only the pinnate sepals of the rose, or the 
swollen bases of the styles of Umbellifere, from 
their characteristic leaf-bases, but even the tailed 
stamens and cupved stigma of the violet or the 
springing fruit of the geranium. Passing next to 
the variation of plants under domestication, we find 
their apparent indefiniteness cleared up by the 
application of the same principle; thus the many 
and well-marked variations of cabbage (kale to 
cauliflower) arrange themselves in a single series, 
and are seen to represent only so many stages along 
a single groove of change. The apparently obvious 
and generally accepted origin of spiny plants, 
through the natural selection of browsing mammals, 
is not verified by a re-examination of the evidence, 
for many of those forms are uneatable to begin with, 
or often occur in regions, eg., New Zealand, where 
there have been no browsing mammals to attack 
them. The real explanation of the origin of species 
is to be found in soil and climate on the one hand, 
and in a more or less distinct ebbing of the vegeta- 
tive activities back from the growing point. The 
origin of sex, of moncecious and dicecious plants, is 
next interpreted ; and the paper concludes with an 
application of the same principle to the classitica- 
tion of plants. Among monocotyledons we find the 
central liliaceous type specializing into the supreme 
floral orchid on the one hand, or into the typically 
vegetative grass on the other; so it is with all other 
alliances, each in some degree exhibiting types of 
vegetative or more reproductive preponderance. 
This may be traced through orders, genera, or even 
species and varieties—larkspurs and meadow rue re- 
present respectively these extremes among Ranun- 
culacez ; so the sub-species, as of their structural 
details, come primarily to be explained by reference 
to that oscillating equilibrium of the essential func- 
tions of individual and reproductive life. Modifica- 
tion by descent is seen to take place along a definite 
line or groove of change, within which the action of 
natural selection can at best somewhat accelerate its 
journey, when it does not actually retard or ter- 
minate it.—There followed a paper ‘On the Cope- 
poda of Madeira and the Canary Islands,’ by Mr. 
I. C. Thompson. In all sixty-five species were 
obtained ; of these six are new to science, and three 
probably of generic significance. Twenty-three are 
known in British waters, and of these fourteen 





belong to the family Harpacticide, There is a simi- 
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larity in species in the different islands, but the 
numbers of each vary greatly. 

Dec. 1.—Mr. W. Carruthers, President, in the 

chair. — The following gentlemen were elected 
Fellows: Lord Egerton, Rev. F. W. Galpin, Messrs, 
K. H. Bennett, W. Francis, W. 8. McMillan, A. J. 
North, J. D. Ogilby, A. S. Stuart, G. Swainson, J. C. 
Thompson, and Mr. C. Topp.—There was exhibited 
for Mr. O. Fraser, of Calcutta, a specimen supposed 
to be a weather-worn seed of a palm, picked up on 
the Madras coast. Opinions given at the meeting re- 
ferred it to the consolidated roe of a fish, doubts being 
thrown on its vegetable nature.—Sir John Lubbock 
read a paper, in continuation of his previous memoirs, 
‘On the Habits of Ants, Bees. and Wasps.’ He said 
that it was generally stated that our English slave- 
making ants (Formica sanguinea), far from being 
entirely dependent on their slaves, as was the case 
with Polyergus rufexcens, the slave-making ant par 
excellence, were really able to live alone, and that the 
slaves were only, so to say, a luxury. Some of his 
observations appeared to throw doubt on this. In 
one of his nests the ants were prevented froin 
making any fresh capture of slaves. Under these 
circumstances the number of slaves gvadually dimi- 
nished, and at length the last died. At that time 
there were some fifty of the mistresses still remain- 
ing. These, however, rapidly died off, until at the 
end of June, 1886, there were only six remaining. 
He then placed near the door of the nest some 
pup of Formica fusca, the slave ant. These were 
at once carried in, and soon came to maturity. The 
mortality among the mistresses at once ceased, and 
from that day to this only two more have died. 
This seems to show that the slaves perform some 
indispensable function in the nest, though what that 
is still remains to be discovered. As regards the 
longevity of ants, he mentioned that the old queen 
ant, which had more than once been mentioned to 
the Society, was still alive. She must now be four- 
teen years old, and still laid fertile eggs, to the 
important physiological bearing of which fact he 
calied special attention. He discussed the observa- 
tions and remarks of Graber as regards the senses 
of ants, with special reference to their sensibility 
towards the ultra-violet rays, and referred to the 
observations of Forel. which confirmed those he 
had previously laid before the Society. Prof. Graber 
had also questioned some of his experiments with 
reference to smell. He, however, maintained the 
accuracy of his observations, and pointed out that 
Graber had overlooked some of the precautions 
which he had taken; his experiments seemed to 
leave no doubt as to the existence of a delicate sense 
of smell among ants. As regards the recognition 
of friends, he repeated some previous experiments 
with the same results. He took some pup from 
one of his nests (a), and placed these under charge 
of some ants from another nest (b) of the same 
species. After they had come to maturity, he placed 
some in nest a and some in nest b. Those placed in 
their own nest were received amicably, those in the 
nests of their nurses were attacked and driven out. 
This showed that the recognition is not by the means 
of a sign or password, for in that case they would 
have been recognized in nest } and not in nest a. 
Dr. Wassmann had confirmed his observations, in 
opposition to the statement of Lespis, that white 
ants are enemies to those of another nest, even be- 
longing to the same species ; the domestic animals, 
on the other hand, can be transferred from one 
nest to another, and will be amicably received. In 
conclusion, he discussed the respective functions of 
the eyes and ocelli, and referred to several other 
observations on various interesting points in the 
economy of the social Hymenoptera.—A paper was 
read by Mr. C. B. Clarke ‘On a New Species of 
Panicum, with Remarks on the Terminology of the 
Graminez.’ 





SOCIETY OF ANTIQUARIES. — Dec. 1.—Dr. J. 
Evans, President, in the chair.—Mr. J. Willis-Bund, 
as Local Secretary for South Wales, read a report 
on various archzological discoveries in his district, 
principally on the excavations at Strata Florida 
Abbey, and his own researches amongst the Roman 
remains about Llaniv. He also spoke in strong 
terms of the great destruction now going on in 
South Wales of ecclesiastical and other remains.— 
Sir E. MacCulloch exhibited an illuminated letter 
from James I. to the Sultan, with splendid arabesque 
borders and ornaments.—Mr. H. A. Grueber exhi- 
bited a plaster cast ofa head found at Constantinople 
which there was every reason to believe belonged 
to the great bronze serpent of Delphi still preserved 
at the Turkish capital.—Mr. C. Whitehouse com- 
munuicated some remarks on the caves of the Island 
of Staffa, which he thought were of artificial, and not 
natural formation. 





STATISTICAL.—Dec. 6.—The President, the Right

Considering children generally as undeveloped, 
rather than developed, moral agents, she protested 
against any classification of children as merely good 
and bad, 7. ¢.,as comfortable or uncomfortable to the 
surrounding community. As moral material, how- 
ever, it is important to distinguish carefully between 
the childishly egoistic tendencies which make for 
the production of goodness and those other egoistic 
tendencies which hinder that good work. These 
opposite tendencies are the love of freedom and 
self-will on the one hand, the love of pleasure and 
self-indulgence, including indolence, on the other. 
The duty of the educator is not to repress this self- 
will,-but to feed it with ideas and opportunities of 
action which shall at once satisfy it as personal will 
and bring it into focus with the altruistic side of the 
emotional nature and with the ideas of reason on 
the side of intellect. Mere self-will tends to pursue 
any objects presented to it; give it the right objects 
to pursue, and in that pursuit the whole personality 
will develope into righteousness. This is the duty 
of positive moral education, and the vigorous chil- 
dren need no more ; but for the self-indulgent and 
the indolent a negative education, by which they 
learn to abstain and to endure, is no Jess necessary. 
The discipline of school and life, which presents the 
positive aspect of opportunity for directed activity 
to self-w1'l, supplies at the same time this negative 
requirement for those who need it, all unwilling as 
they are.—The reading of the paper was followed by 
a discussion,

Dr. T. S. Humprpaer, Professor of Chemistry 
in the University College of Wales, whose health 
had been seriously failing during the last year 
or two, has passed away at the early ago of 
thirty-four. His chemical knowledge was gp. 
quired partly in the laboratories of the Royal 
School of Mines under Dr. Frankland, and gub. 
sequently in the University of Heidelberg 
under Prof. Bunsen. With the latter he under. 
took some researches on the separation of cer. 
tain of the rarer metals. In this country he 
communicated to the Royal Society and to the 
Chemical Society papers on glucinum or beryl. 
lium, and on erbium and yttrium, his work 
having been directed to the determination of 
the specific heat of some of these metals, and 
of the vapour-density of their chlorides, with 
the view of ascertaining their atomic weights, 
Prof. Humpidge was the translator and editor 
of an excellent chemical text-book by Kolbe, 
He died at Aberystwith on November 30th. 

In the new number of the Annals of Botany 
Prof. Bayley Balfour writes on a current mistake 
to which the Atheneum has more than once 
called attention, namely, the erroneous spelling 
by which the coco-nwt is confused with cocoa, the 
product of the cacao tree. Prof. Balfour shows 
thatthe early authorities never made this blunder, 
and that its beginning was probably in Johnson's 
‘ Dictionary,’ where, under the heading cocoa, 
Dr. Johnson erroneously confounds the two 
articles, one of his quotations from Miller 
applying to the coco-nut, while the other from 
Hill refers to cocoa. But botanists long after 
this stuck to the right form (as does Lord Tenny- 
son in ‘Enoch Arden’); and Prof. Balfour calls 
upon them to range themselves under the ‘“‘ care- 
ful writers ” and * those who know,” and to spell 
**coco”’ correctly. A curious circumstance is 
that Dr. Johnson appears subsequently to have 
learnt that the coco-nut was not the source of 
cocoa, since in his‘ Life of Drake,’ 1779, he cor- 
rectly used the form coco, pl. cocoes; but this 
was too late for correction of his unfortunate 
mistake in the ‘ Dictionary.’ 

A start has already been made in extending 
the Indian meteorological system to Upper 
Burma, of the climate and rainfall of which 
country very little, if anything, is on record in 
the archives of the Imperial Meteorological De- 
partment. Three fully equipped meteorological 
observatories have been established in the newly 
acquired territory, namely, at Mandalay, Bhamo, 
and Kindat, and rainfall registers are being re- 
ceived from other stations.

CHRISTMAS BOOKS, 


The Vision of Sir Launfal, by J. R. Lowell 
(Sampson Low & Co.), is a beautifully printed 
and tastefully bound volume, enriched with 
cuts of very unequal value, not one being first 
rate, while some are far from good. The best 
is a snowy landscape by Mr. B. Crane, a capital 
instance of tone and dignified simplicity. The 
next in merit is a study, reminding us of Mr. 





Whistler, of a pond, trees, and meadows in dim 
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twilight, by Mr. F. H. Smith. Third in rank 
is a figure subject by Mr. W. Shirlaw. Very 
pad is the figure of a nun with a vulgar face, 
by Mr. F. W. Freer. ‘ Christ on the Cross,’ by 
Mr. H. Siddons Mowbray, has none of the 
nobility of the subject. 

Last ‘Graphic’ Pictures, by R. Caldecott 
Routledge & Sons), contains ‘Scenes from the 
Qld Mickledale Hunt,’ ‘A Lovers’ Quarrel,’ 
‘The Legend of the Laughing Oak,’ ‘The Strange 
Adventures of a Dog-Cart,’ and ‘The Cur- 
mudgeon’s Christmas,’ a group which very fairly 
represent at their best the powers and skill 
of the deceased artist, one of the least self- 
seeking and ostentatious men we have known, 
who would have shrunk from the extrava- 
gant praises bestowed upon him by injudicious 
admirers. The consequent reaction has been in- 
jurious to the fame of an exceptionally clever 
draughtsman, whose sense of fun never betrayed 
him beyond the graceful licence of modern 
vaudeville and genial farce; who drew young 
ladies and young gentlemen in a bright and 
elegant, if mannered mode ; and who, with deft 
hands and rare good taste, marked the difference 
between a good-looking young lady and a hand- 
some barmaid or housemaid. Capital proofs of this 
faculty occur in this volume. R. Caldecott was 
as great in designing horses as maidens ; witness, 
on p. 71, the queer, but well-intentioned beast 
who strides away with the eldest ‘‘ curmudgeon ” 
and a little girl on his back. Many a capital dog 
he drew ; for example, on the same page, the 
old spaniel dozing between the knees of the other 
curmudgeon. Caldecott was never better than 
when innocent of farce, as on p. 45, where the 
young ladies listen at 1.20 a.m. to a discourse 
on psychical research. 

Round Nature's Dial. By H. M. Burnside, 
with Illustrations by A. W. Cooper. (Routledge 
& Sons.)—In a cover too smart for good taste 
and too light in tone for wear Miss Burnside 
has collected a number of pleasing, but not very 
meritorious, coloured designs of a simple, unpre- 
tending kind. The text consists of tender, if 
rather goody and sentimental stories of the 
sea, seaside, country, and rivers. They are all 
healthy stories, instinct with a modest sort of 
heroism, and good for young folks to read. 

The Brook, by Lord Tennyson, is a little 
volume, nicely printed, and illustrated with neat 
little vignettes in colours, by Mr. A. Woodruff. — 
Messrs. Low & Co. publish an excellent, com- 
pect, and clearly printed edition of the immortal 

s Christian Andersen’s Fairy Tales, translated 
by Carl Siewers, and copiously illustrated by 
“eminent Scandinavian artists,” who will not 
set the Thames on fire.—‘‘The Pencil Series ” 
(Castell Brothers) consists of seven little books 
with cuts, coloured and uncoloured, and of no 
account, The best is a reprint of Gray’s ‘ Elegy.’ 
— Kate Greenaway’s Almanack (Routledge & 
Sons) is as graceful as usual. 

From Messrs. Sampson Low & Co. comes a 
handsome edition of Mr. Blackmore’s Spring- 
haven, with illustrations of varying degrees of 
merit by Mr, A. Parsons and Mr. F. Barnard. 
Some of them are excellent. — Messrs. Cassell 
cannot be congratulated on their Christmas 
edition of King Solomon’s Mines. The illustra- 
tions are few and indifferent. 

The Rhine, from its Source to the Sea. Trans- 
lated from the German by G. C. T. Bartley. 
(Virtue & Co.)—This is a new and revised edi- 
tion of a book to which, to the best of our re- 
collection, we have already given some attention. 
It describes in a most cursory manner a great 
deal more than would require ten volumes to 
treat adequately. Many of the statements, to say 
nothing of the opinions, are distinctly German 
and self-satisfied. For example, the reader is 
told that Gutenberg invented printing, and when 
Strasbourg Cathedral is mentioned there is no 
hint of its bombardment in 1870 ; and there is 
an ugly cut of sansculottes in 1793. There is a 
good deal too much of the figurative in the 





description of the great river, which at Schaff- 
hausen is said to precipitate itself with a shout 
of joy over the rocky barrier, while on leaving 
the Lake of Constance the stream is said ‘‘ to 
start on a noble, active, and dignified life,” and 
‘*the heart-throb of the great stream” is felt 
in its passage through the lake. Here and there 
a few touches of humour occur, asin the descrip- 
tion of the capture of Wiesbaden by its present 
possessors : “‘ In 1866 it was occupied by a Prus- 
sian militia company, who met with no opposi- 
tion, and since then it has been the seat of a 
Prussian government.” On the whole, however, 
this revised edition is well worth having. On 
nearly every page is a cut; many of the cuts are 
very good indeed, none of them is bad. They 
are in various styles, and seem to have been 
collected from many publications. 








THE SOCIETY OF PAINTERS IN WATER COLOURS, 
(First Notice.) 


ALTHOUGH unusually large numbers of members 
accustomed to contribute to the winter gather- 
ings have sent nothing, and there is no very re- 
markable example on the walls, the exhibition 
of the Old Society is, on the whole, excellent. 
It is rich in interesting works of that minor 
class which justifies us in calling this a gather- 
ing of sketches and studies. This is by no means 
usually the case, and some of the members have 
before now neglected to keep back their best 
works for the summer exhibition. The ab- 
stainers of note on the present occasion are 
Messrs. Alma Tadema, G. P. Boyce, F. Holl, 
W. H. Hunt, E. Burne Jones, W. E. Lockhart, 
A. Moore, and J. D. Watson. Mrs. Allingham 
sends one picture only, but that is of high merit. 
Sir J. Gilbert’s two contributions add nothing to 
the attractions of the collection nor to his own 
reputation. Mr. A. W. Hunt, observing the pro- 


prieties of the occasion, has sent nine works, not | 


one of which is equal to his best, although each 
of them is more or less delightful. Among Mr. 
H. S. Marks’s nine drawings none could fairly be 
called a sketch or a study, while three or four are 
finished pictures of small dimensions and modest 
pretensions. Mr. H. Moore’s four are all 
studies of the truest kind; two of them are 
first rate. Mr. Poynter sends three studies 
proper, but they cannot be called important. 
Mr. Shields exhibits a life-size head in which 
draughtsmanship is more noticeable than 
beauty. In neither of his two drawings does 
Mr. Wallis quite sustain his reputation ; one of 
them is conspicuously below it. Mr. B. Foster 
sends a set of pretty drawings, marked, as 
usual, by his neat craftsmanship and pleasant 
spirit, Mr. Glennie is himself in the less 
unimportant of a brace of studies in one 
frame. The brothers Fripp could hardly be 
betier represented, unless, indeed, the younger 
had been able to send more. The absence of 
Mr. Alma Tadema, Mr. Boyce, and others 
is to some extent compensated by the merit 
of the contributions of Mr. Andrews, Mr. 
A. Goodwin, Mr. T. J. Watson, Mr. S. P. 
Jackson, Mr. C. Robertson, Mr. F. Powell, 
Mr. Hale (who has done much better before), 
Miss Phillott, and about half a dozen more. 
Some of the Society’s bad bargains have done 
worse than ever, and are more than before dis- 
tinctly unworthy of their places. According to a 
graceful custom of the Society, a number of draw- 
ings have been hung on the southern wall of the 
gallery in order to illustrate the powers of the 
late Mr. Collingwood Smith, who has died since 
the last exhibition was held. If the Society has 
counted in its ranks greater painters and more 
vigorous designers, it never possessed a more 
amiable and accomplished contributor. 
Selecting, as usual, the best of the three 
hundred and sixty-eight which cover the walls 
and screens, we proceed in the order of the Cata- 
logue, without regard to size or subject. Mr. 
Wallis’s Herodotus at the Scribes’ (No. 13), a pic- 
ture proper with an awkward title, comes first 





to notice, while it provokes suspicions that the 
vista of an alley in an Oriental bazaar—where 
the Father of History, a stout Greek in a 
costume suspiciously like a comfortable toga (!), 
is studying a manuscript offered for sale— 
owes, to say the least, quite as much of 
the character, rich effect, and local colouring 
in which it abounds, to modern Cairo as to 
ancient Thebes, Yet very likely Herodotus did 
actually stand before a stall of this sort in a 
covered alley, the shadows of which were dashed 
with sunlightadmitted by a dilapidated roof, while 
in front of him squatted on his shop-board the 
half-naked, eager-eyed Egyptian seller. On the 
other side of the alley a plump, voluptuous, and 
rather over-dressed lady tells her love tale to the 
impassive scribe seated there with the tablets 
before him, while an ardent-looking maiden, with 
her hair dressed in the extreme of Egyptian 
fashion and wearing embroidered garments of 
deep rose and green, waits her turn for a 
letter. Behind her is a dealer in what, if such 
they were or not, we call idols of quaint device, 
and his gods in brilliant green enamelled clay 
supply the complement to the glowing colora- 
tion of the picture. Herodotus hardly sug- 
gests the Father of History to our mind, but 
the minor figures— about which Mr. Wallis, 
having seen them in Cairo, knows more—are 
charming. The tonality, breadth, homogeneity, 
and spirited chiaroscuro of his picture are 
creditable to the artist. He can hardly 
expect us to say so much for No, 94, which is 
unhappily called the Flute Player, a group 
comprising a damsel, a young musician with 
double pipes, and a statue of bronze in an alcove, 
which seems dim because we look through its 
shadows to the outer day surcharged with light. 
—Mr. Marks’s Monsieur, Madame, et Bébé (14), 
three quaint, sedate storks of the whitest 
plumage tinged with rose, types of self- 
sufficient stupidity and domestic peace, stand 
on the seashore in a landscape which is by no 
means worthy of the figures. To the faces 
of the birds the artist has imparted many 
a humorous trait. Sunshine (29) and Raia 
(36) are reversed views of the same young 
man, in a “ Puritan” of grey, leaning against the 
jamb of an ancient doorway, and looking at 
a landscape under different effects of light. 
Neither figure is less than spirited in design ; 
each is solidly painted and well drawn. The 
bright effect of the landscape in No. 29, where 
the man’s back is seen, is inadequate; the 
effect of No. 36, where the man faces us, is true, 
broad, and good. Each picture is a little hard. 
The face in ‘ Rain’ is most expressive, and is, in 
fact,an excellent portrait of aman disheartened by 
the gloom of what he looks upon. A French Noveb 
(47) shows an old gentleman seated, and read- 
ing a yellow-covered book, which is not neces- 
sarily improper, although he is much attracted 
and amused byit. The genial cynicism of his well- 
modelledand thoroughly finished face is decidedly 
good and true, and we admire it while we can- 
not connect the costume of the reader and the 
look of the book in a satisfactory and historical 
manner. Mind and Muscle (88) is humorous 
rather than spontaneous. A stalwart smith 
and a pale student, both of “ye olden 
time,” have met at the door of a forge and 
gossip there. There is a good deal of character 
in this picture, but it is hard, although the 
student’s dress is well managed. The Secretary 
(183) is much better than No. 88, because, while 
it is a technical success, it represents search- 
ingly, brightly, and broadly a young man in @ 
Puritan costume seated at a table, and, with a 
smile subdued upon his lips, sealing a letter 
which he has just finished. An October Morning 
(314), by Mr. Marks, is first rate, true, solid, and 
good. 





MR. FISHER’ ‘ HISTORY OF ITALIAN ENGRAVING.’ 

Tue delay in the publication of the conclud- 
ing volume of my ‘History of Early Italian 
Engraving,’ of which complaint is made in the 
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Atheneum of the 26th of November last, arises 
from no fault on my part, as the MS. has long 
since been ready for the printer. 

When the first volume was issued by the 
Trustees of the British Museum, the whole of 
my descriptive catalogue of the prints it was 
written as an introduction to had likewise been 
sent, under the direction of the Trustees, to the 
printers, and the proof-sheets were in type, and 
waiting my correction prior to their publication. 
The work, however, was taken possession of by 
Mr. Colvin, as Keeper of the Prints, shortly 
after his appointment, and the volume of my 
history appeared with the preliminary announce- 
ment that “An official catalogue of the collec- 
tion, based also in great part on the labours of 
Mr. Fisher, is in preparation. (Signed) SripNEY 
Cotvin.” 

Finding that my catalogue, in its uncorrected 
state, remained in use in the Print Room, 
I addressed a letter of remonstrance to the 
Trustees on the 14th of January last, requesting 
its withdrawal ; the letter is too long to trouble 
you with the insertion of, but I received the fol- 
lowing reply from Mr. Bond, the Principal 
Librarian :— 

British Museum, February 14, 1887. 

DEAR MR. FISHER,—Your letter to the Trustees 
of the 14th of January was considered by the Board 
on Saturday last. They decided that it would not 
be proper to withdraw the sheets of your catalogue 
from use in the Department of Prints; but they 
gave instructions that it should be clearly indicated 
to students, who might be allowed to refer to them, 
that the work was unrevised, and that the sheets 
do not contain the author’s corrections. 

Trusting that this will meet your objections, I am,

NOTES FROM ROME, 


Comine back to Rome after an absence of 
more than a year, I was anxious to discover 
what impressions I should feel at the first sight 
of the changes which have been carried on 
during the corresponding lapse of time. So many 
strangers come among us, and they judge of 
our doings so differently—some admiring the 
work of transformation, some condemning it 
as the greatest crime ever committed within our 
walls since the fall of the Empire—that I rejoiced 
to find myself a stranger pro tempore, and to 
feel able to judge of the case with strict im- 
partiality. 

I admit that works of improvement, of en- 
largement, of transformation, are absolutely 
necessary in Rome. Any one can remember 
how difficult it was to move or drive safely 
about under the old rule, on account of the 
narrowness and tortuosity of the streets. And 
the population numbered then scarcely two 
hundred thousand souls !| Now that the popula- 
tion has risen to four hundred thousand and 
the number of vehicles to twenty-two thousand, 
how could we live and move in the same space 
as before, without running serioug risks, even 
the risks of life? And besides there were 
quarters in the very heart of the city—the Ghetto, 
for instance, the Regola, and so forth—the pic- 
turesqueness of which (so deeply mourned over 
by a handful of artists or pseudo-artists) was 
the direct produce of filth, and of a half-savage 
state of moral and material life. Then there 
were the banks of the Tiber, the main sewer 
of the city, the poisonous effluvia of which at 
low water were felt all along the bordering dis- 
tricts. Can we honestly blame the city govern- 
ment for their exertions to improve this state 
of things? Can we blame them for the embank- 
ment of the river, for the destruction of the 
Ghetto and of the Regola, for the widening and 
straightening of the principal thoroughfares ? 
Where else could be found an avenue equal to 
our glorious Corso Vittorio Emmanuele, leading 





from the region of the Quirinal to the region of 
the Vatican, flanked as it is by the palaces Doria, 
Di Venezia, Altieri, Strozzi, Violoni, Della Valle, 
Massimi, Della Farnesina, Della Cancelleria, 
Cesarini, Braschi, and Cicciaporci—these master- 
pieces designed by Raphael, Pier da Cortona, 
Bramante, Leon Battista Alberti, Baldassarre, 
Peruzzi, and Giulio Romano? I must acknow- 
ledge that whatever has been done and accom- 
plished within the limits of the ‘‘ Rome of 
1870” has been done and accomplished most 
successfully, and with sound judgment and taste. 
Our ancient, medizeval, and Renaissance monu- 
ments—within the above - mentioned limits of 
1870 — far from losing a particle of their 
interest from the change, have gained by it 
beyond expectation. But, alas! we come 
now to the revers de la médaille. Itis impossible 
to imagine anything more commonplace, more 
out of keeping, more shabby and tasteless, than 
the new quarters which encircle the city of 
1870.. An excuse for such a wretched state 
of things can be found in the rapidity with 
which they have sprung from the ground. The 
lovely districts crossed by the Via Salaria and 
the Via Nomentana (Porta Pia), formerly 
studded with patrician villas and gardens over- 
looking the Campagna and the Sabine and 
Volscian mountains, have been transformed into 
a city composed of hundreds and hundreds of 
whitewashed, five-storied, anti-zesthetic barracks, 
containing altogether some thirty thousand 
people. ‘The same practice has been followed 
in building the outskirts of the city outside the 
Porta S. Lorenzo, Porta Maggiore, Porta S. 
Giovanni, and Porta Portese, as well as in the 
plains of Testaccio and in the Prati di Castello. 

Rome seen from one of the neighbouring 
heights—from the Monte Cavo, for instance—is 
no more the Rome of our dreams, of a beautiful 
brownish hue, surrounded by dense masses of 
green: it is an immense white dazzling spot, 
some six miles in diameter, bordering directly 
on the wilderness of the Campagna. In other 
words, Rome is assuming the looks of a modern 
capital, with all its comforts and disadvantages. 
The thought that, to make room for the new 
quarters, all our villas (but two) have been 
mercilessly sacrificed, is a thought that will pre- 
vent us, for many years to come, from getting 
reconciled with modern improvements. It is 
difficult to decide who is to blame for the 
present state of things. The city authorities 
have been taken by surprise; they never dreamt 
that Italian and foreign speculation was ready 
to throw hundreds of millions on our market, 
and that the result of this sudden influx of 
‘*ready money” would be the raising of the 
value of land from a few centimes the square 
métre to more than one thousand francs.* The 
conduct of the great landowners, belonging to 
the oldest and noblest aristocracy, has made 
the situation worse, because no sooner did they 
discern the possibility of making money with the 
magnificent villas which their forefathers had 
built and laid out for the comfort, health, and 
welfare of their fellow citizens, than they did 
not hesitate to sell, as it were, by the 
yard the glory and pride of their families. 
They have actually sold the very gardens which 
surround their city mansions; they have 
allowed these mansions to be almost suffocated 
by the contact of ignoble tenement houses. In 
one case only, a gentleman de la vieille roche 
resisted the temptation up to his last breath. 
The burial service was scarcely over when 
the opportunity was seized, and what he had 
before strenuously prevented as a shame to the 
family was accomplished by his princely sons 
and daughters in less than a week, and the site 
of their villa, the most magnificent one Rome 
possessed within its walls, is already covered 
with tenement houses. 

To conclude, I must observe that as in all 
human controversies, in this one also, con-

cerning the transformation of Rome, there arg 
many arguments in favour and many against 
The impartial judge must put on each plate 
of the scales what has been gained and what 
has been lost, and must weigh the matter not 
from one single point of personal view, but 
from the general point of view of health 
cleanliness, comfort, art, science, history, and 
archeology. My opinion is that the gain 
exceeds by far the loss—in fact, taking the 
whole state of things into consideration, it 
appears to me that those who have so strongl 

denounced the proceedings of the municipali 

of Rome act like the miser who, forgetful of 
the treasure already secured, gets into a fit of 
despair for any small gain which escapes his 
grip. We must remember, in the last place, 
that in every great undertaking there is g 
period of transition which is exceedingly dis. 
agreeable. Let us reserve our final judgment 
until the period of transition is over and the 
work accomplished. At any rate, if there is a 
class of people which have no right to complain, 
it is the archeological brotherhood, because 
never has such a field been thrown open before 
to their investigation—never has the Roman 
soil yielded such a magnificent archzological 
harvest as within the last few years. I shall 
mention one detail only. During the few months 
of my absence not fewer than eleven hundred 
Latin and Greek inscriptions have come to light 
from our inexhaustible mine of antiquities ; and 
many among them are worthy a place of honour 
in the ‘Corpus Inscriptionum’ of the Berlin 
Academy. Before getting again into the routine 
of my regular correspondence, I propose to give 
to the readers of the Atheneum a brief account 
of the discoveries made since the beginning of 
the year. They are many, and of exceptional 
importance. I shall bring to a close to-day’s 
prologue by paying a tribute of sorrowful affec- 
tion to the memory of the two men of science, 
my leaders and masters, whom I left still working 
gallantly in our archeological field, and whom 
I was doomed to see no more—Heinrich Jordan 
of Kénigsberg, and Wilhelm Henzen of Bremen. 

To speak of the prominent place conquered 
by Jordan among the topographers of old Rome 
would be to speak of a fact known to all students 
of topography as well as of philology. WhenI 
saw him last, in the spring of 1886, his most 
intimate friends could already detect some 
vague symptoms both of mental and physical 
exhaustion. These symptoms appear also in his 
last volume, ‘Das Haus der Vestalinnen,’ Berlin, 
1886, which is evidently the work of an over- 
tired mind, which looks after minute and in some 
cases insignificant details, rather than after the 
broad and grand outlines of its subject. Having 
returned to Kénigsberg in a state of health 
already declining, he did not relax his scientific 
activity. The preface to his (posthumous) pamphlet 
‘Die Koénige im Alten Italien’ was written on 
November 2nd, 1886; eight days later he had 
parted from us. 

Wilhelm Henzen, born at Bremen in 1816, 
shared the fall of the old Instituto di Corri- 
spondenza Archeologica — the world - famous 
Institute, the headquarters of international 
science in Rome—with which he had been con- 
nected, first as a member (1842), later as 
president, for a period of forty-five years. 
I have no intention to enter into a controversy 
on this sad affair of the transformation of the 
Instituto. No doubt the Berlin authorities 
have acted for the best. Certainly the official 
abolition of the Italian language in the sittings, 
and in the publications of the Instituto (how- 
ever tempered -by a later compromise), and 
the substitution of some Mittheilungen and of 
a Jahrbuch in place of the old Bullettino and 
Annali, have been keenly felt and regretted by us 
Italians, who have shown the greatest partiality, 
affection, and devotion to our welcome German 
guests since 1825, supplying them most liberally 
with the materia prima for their scientific work ; 
in fact, supplying them with the very primitie 
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of our discoveries. However, as the greatest 
living statesman has remarked, gratitude does 
not exist as an international virtue. What we 
mostly and, I dare say, exclusively regret in this 
affair is the disappearance of our faithful and 
beloved friend and master, Wilhelm Henzen. 
He died of grief on January 27th.

ROMAN SCULPTURED STONE DISCOVERED AT 
CHESTER. 
242, West Derby Road, Liverpool, Nov. 28, 1887. 

I notice in last Saturday’s Atheneum a letter 
from Mr. Walter de Gray Birch on the above 
subject, in which he states that he holds the 
stone to be Roman, whilst I hold it to be 
medieval. After the correspondence between 
Mr. Birch and myself on the stone in the Liver- 

Daily Post, I think he would have been more 
justified in saying that I hold it to be “ post- 
Roman” rather than “ medizval,” for our views 
as to the duration of the latter period apparently 
vary considerably. 

But it is not simply a question between Mr. 
Birch and myself; it affects antiquaries gener- 
ally. Out of about eighty antiquaries who I 
know have seen either the stone or a photograph 
of it, fully one-half consider it post-Roman and 
ecclesiastical ; and among those who think it 
Roman I am not aware of any who consider the 
left-hand figure to be a female, but the general 
opinion is that it represents a male. Of course 
this is exclusive of Mr. Roach Smith’s view. 
He considers it to be a female holding a mirror. 

It the stone was unanimously decided by anti- 
uaries to be post- Roman, it would at once settle 

e question that the portion of the walls from 
which it was taken was post-Roman also ; but 
on the other hand, even if it was decisively 
proved to be Roman, it would leave the walls 
question in statu quo, as it would simply be 
another addition to the Roman sculptures and 
inscriptions which have been found built up into 
the newly exposed — >.

Tue National Gallery has been enriched with 
two portraits, purchased by the Director with 
funds bequeathed by Mr. John Lucas Walker. 
The frst is No. 1230, ‘ Portrait of a Girl,’ by 
Ghirlandaio, which is hung in Room I. The 
face is pale in colouring, and rather empty in 
modelling, except the eyes, of which the outlines 
are somewhat hard. Her fair hair is held back 
by ared rosette placed above the ears; a part 
of the front hair has been allowed to fall in 
ringlets down the cheeks. Round the throat is 
ared coral necklace. The red dress fits tightly, 
and is buttoned down the front, with a lace collar 
overit. The sleeves are green. The left cheek 
has been rubbed, and repainted rather coarsely. 
No. 1232, named ‘ Portrait of a Gentleman,’ and 
by H. Aldegrever, hangs in Room XII. It 
represents a fair-haired man, wearing a black 
velvet baretta. The face is well modelled ina 
broad manner, with whitish carnations. The 
cambric shirt is crossed by a gold chain. The 
coat is of black velvet, under a brown cloak 
with a heavy fur collar. In the right hand isa 
pink ; on the left hand are three jewelled rings ; 
on the right is one ring. As the first example 
of this comparatively rare master obtained for 
the gallery, this picture has peculiar import- 
ance, 

Dr. ScHLIEMANN returned to Athens Novem- 
ber 27th, from Cerigo (Cythera), where he at- 
tained his main object of discovering the ancient 
temple of Aphrodite mentioned by Homer and 
Herodotus, but except some Cyclopean walls 
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there are no vestiges of antiquity. 

Messrs. Seetey & Co. will publish with the 
magazines for January next the first number 
of a serial entitled The Children’s Illustrated 
Magazine, intended ‘‘ not for the very youngest, 








but for boys and girls old enough to enjoy good 


writing and good drawing, though in no undue 
haste to leave their childhood behind.” The 
new magazine will contain papers by authors of 
good reputation and illustrations by excellent 
artists ; art will have a considerable place in 
its pages, and engravings from works by great 
masters will be inserted from time to time. The 
first number will contain two designs by Flax- 
man. Each number will contain two full-page 
designs printed in colours by Mr. Edmund 
Evans. Music also will have much attention. 
To No.1 Prof. A. J. Church will contribute a 
paper called ‘Three Greek Children,” and Mr. 
P. G. Hamerton his ‘ Recollections of a Tour in 
Wales Forty-five Years Ago.’ 


THE annual distribution of prizes to the stu- 
dents of the Royal Academy is appointed for 
to-day (Saturday). The chair will be taken at 
nine o'clock. The galleries containing the com- 
petition works will be opened to the public at 
Burlington House on Monday and Tuesday 
next, without payment, from 11 till 4 o’clock. 
We are glad to notice that by this arrangement 
the exhibition of examples produced in the Aca- 
a Schools is kept open longer than it used 
to be. 

Tue Hogarth Club is about to be removed to 
more commodious premises at 36, Dover Street, 
and in order, it is said, to preserve its in- 
dividuality as an artists’ club, it has been 
decided to admit one hundred additional artists 
without entrance fees. 

To the permanent collection of pictures in 
the Museum and Art Gallery at Birmingham 
have been added, thanks to the energy of Mr. 
Whitworth Wallis, a number of noteworthy 
examples lent for a time by generous collec- 
tors, among whom should be named the Duke 
of Westminster, Sir F. Leighton, Messrs, L.

A NUMBER of works by the Langham Sketch- 
ing Club are on view at 23, Baker Street. 

Last week we accidentally omitted to record 
the death, on the 29th ult., of Mr. George 
Henry Christie, formerly head of the firms of 
Christie & Manson and Christie, Manson & 
Woods. He was born in 1811, educated at 
Eton, and succeeded in the business his father, 
who was the son of the founder of the famous 


house. For many years he conducted the 


affairs of the firm, and distinguished himself by 
his energy, urbanity, and many accomplish- 
ments. Retiring in 1860, he yielded the ivory 
hammer to his son, Mr. James Henry Brooke 
Christie. Since that time he mostly resided at 
Framingham Earl, near Norwich, and enjoyed 
the usual pursuits of a country gentleman and 
the respect and high regard of his neighbours. 


Mr. W. Grices, of Rye Lane, Peckham, has 
been appointed chromo-lithographer and collo- 
type printer to the Queen. 


A oan exhibition of Japanese art is to be 
held at the rooms of the Fine-Art Society next 
month. The exhibits are to be classified accord- 
ing to masters and schools, and in order of date. 


Tue French, ever willing to follow a good 
example, are bestirring themselves to found a 
Musée de Portraits, in avowed imitation of that 
which till lately was housed at South Kensington, 
and is now relegated to Bethnal Green, so as to 
be as inaccessible to the general public and to 
students as it can be. The French have been 
thus moved, partly by the value of our National 
Portrait Gallery, partly by the great interest 
excited by the collections of portraits made in 
1878 at the Trocadéro, and later on the Quai 
Dorsay, of “ Portraits du Siécle.” M. Castagnary, 
the new Directeur des Beaux-Arts, has already 
formed, in the Rue de Valois, the nucleus of 
the intended gallery, which an ambitious 
Frenchman contends should contain at least a 
thousand likenesses of his illustrious countrymen, 
which for the present it is proposed to place in 
a gallery of the Louvre, that wonderful building 
which never seems to fail in supplying galleries 
and yet is never full. 


Tue death is announced of M. Philippe Rous- 
seau, an accomplished painter of still life and 
landscape. He was born in Paris in 1816, 
became a pupil of Gros and Bertin, and made 
his début at the Salon of 1834 with ‘ Vue prise 
en Normandie.’ Continuing a landscape painter 
till 1841, he next succeeded as an artist of 
genre, domestic animals, and natwres-mortes, 
fruit, flowers, cheeses, and utensils. In our 
notices of the Salons we have admired ‘ Le 
Rat de Ville et le Rat des Champs,’ ‘Un Im- 
portun,’ ‘Le Rat retiré du Monde,’ and other 
works of his. He obtained in 1845 a medal of 
the Third Class, in 1848 a medal of the First 
Class; and medals of the Second and First 
Classes were given to him at the Expositions 
Universelles of 1855 and 1878. He was ad- 
mitted to the Legion of Honour in 1852, and 
became an officier in 1870.

THE WEEK. 


Sr. JAMES’s HALL.—Novello’s Oratorio Concerts, 
GUILDHALL,—Students’ Orchestral Concert. 
Painces’ HALL,—The Heckmann Quartet. 


TE opinions passed on Mr. F. H. 
Cowen’s Worcester oratorio ‘Ruth’ were, 
upon the whole, so favourable that the 
first performance of the work in London 
was regarded with interest, and a large 
audience attended on Thursday week. Our 
own views as to the merits and defects 
of the oratorio—the former greatly pre- 
ponderating— were given at length in 
the Atheneum of September 17th, and a 
second hearing merely serves to confirm 
what was then said. It mayseem a strange 
statement to make concerning an oratorio, 
but beyond all question ‘Ruth’ is more 
effective in a concert-room than in a cathe- 
dral. The silence necessarily observed at 
Worcester was exchanged for loud applause 
at the conclusion of each scene in St. James’s 
Hall without producing a disturbing effect ; 
the character of the music seeming to de- 
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mand those audible expressions of ap- 
proval which in the case of a more solemn 
and purely religious work are frequently 
discordant and painful. The portions which 
proved most to the liking of the audience 
were the lovely soprano air ‘‘Be of good 
comfort, arise”; the very telling close of 
the third scene—one of Mr. Cowen’s happiest 
inspirations; the melodious tenor air at the 
beginning of the fourth scene; and the 
piquant dance airs which follow. ‘Ruth’ 
may, perhaps, best be regarded as a transi- 
tion work. The composer has felt his way, 
as it were, in the direction of the true ora- 
torio style, and wisely selected a subject 
which did not entail a complete revolution 
of his former methods of expression. In his 
next effort he will doubtless be more contra- 
puntal and dignified, without sacrificing his 
graceful and winning vein of melody. The 
performance, under the composer’s direction, 
had its good and bad points. In the last 
scene there was almost a break-down in con- 
sequence of a false entry made by Madame 
Albani, and chaos reigned in the orchestra 
for several bars. Miss Hope Glenn sang the 
music of Naomi as well as she had done at 
Worcester, and Mr. Lloyd and Mr. Watkin 
Mills resumed their original parts with equal 
success. Miss Agnes Larkcom undertook 
the small part of Orpah, and rendered it full 
justice. Asa whole, the choruses were sung 
with more vigour than refinement. The 
Novello Choir is a remarkably fine body 
of voices, but the units have not as yet 
welded themselves into a homogeneous 
entity. For this, however, it is not 
fair to blame the choralists themselves. 
They are expected to perfect themselves in 
difficult modern works in perilously rapid 
succession, and this season they are also 
called upon to face a fresh conductor at 
almost every concert. Changes of leader- 
ship are certain to prove fatal to the en- 
semble either of a choir or an orchestra. 

The orchestral and choral concert given 
in the Guildhall last Saturday afternoon 
was interesting in several respects, and 
the performance was calculated to leave 
a highly favourable impression of the 
value of the educational work carried on 
at the institution over which Mr. Weist Hill 
presides. But the large gathering of the 
municipal authorities was probably due in 
great measure to curiosity concerning the 
new civic anthem, written by request by 
Mr. Hill for use on occasions when the 
National Anthem would be scarcely in 
place. The piece is, as it should be, sim- 
plicity itself, consisting of a fanfare and a 
brief hymn-like baritone solo, repeated in 
chorus. The composer would as little think 
of claiming originality for his music as poetic 
fancy for his words; but the anthem has 
the merit of being suited to its purpose, 
and he may therefore be congratulated. 
The new compositions by students consisted 
of a melodious setting, somewhat in the 
Gounod style, of the hymn “ Saviour, again 
to Thy dear name,” for mezzo-soprano 
and chorus, by Miss Kate Llewellyn; a 
piquant minuet from a suite by Miss Edith 
Swepstone ; and a prelude and fugue, con- 
taining some clever writing, by Mr. Richard 
8. Strickland. The average merit of these 
pieces was higher than is usually ex- 
pected of students. Of the soloists the most 
promising were Miss Annie Morley, who 





displayed a genuine deep contralto voice in 
Handel’s “Verdi prati”; Miss Caroline 
Norman, a most sympathetic light soprano, 
who, however, is not yet acomplete mistress 
of her scales; and Miss Annie Swinfen, a 
soprano with a more robust organ, which 
told well in Rossini’s ‘‘ Inflammatus.” The 
admirably trained students’ orchestra of about 
one hundred and forty players, fifty-three of 
whom were females, gave most creditable 
performances of the Overture to ‘ William 
Tell’ and the first movement of Brahms’s 
Symphony in p, No. 2. 

The first of the three performances by the 
Heckmann Quartet on Thursday last week 
was one of more than ordinary interest. 
Among the few works of Beethoven still 
waiting for a hearing in this country was 
the great Fugue in B flat, which originally 
formed the finale of the quartet in the same 
key, Op. 130. Musicians are familiar with 
the history of the composition: how Bee- 
thoven, in deference to general opinion, with- 
drew it and substituted the bright and genial 
movement which itself is interesting as being 
his final effort; and how, in order that the 
fugue might not be lost, he secured its publi- 
cation as aseparate work. He also arranged 
it for pianoforte, four hands, the two ver- 
sions being known as Op. 133 and Op. 134. 
But there were probably few, if any, in the 
Princes’ Hall last week who had ever heard 
the fugue, and Herr Heckmann and his 
companions deserve thanks for the fulfil- 
ment of what at the best was an ungrate- 
ful task. Whatever Beethoven wrote should 
be heard; but it is in the highest degree 
improbable that the work will ever become 
popular even in a restricted circle. It is 
not even interesting as what Wagner terms 
a “contrapuntal orgy,” for the most indul- 
gent examiner would condemn it at once 
if it were presented as an exercise in the art 
of fugue writing. The chromatic subject is 
submitted to the various devices of augmen- 
tation, diminution, inversion, &c.; but the 
episodical matter and the several changes 
of tempo and rhythm are not in accordance 
with the laws of strict fugue, and the com- 
position would best be described as a theme 
with variations in free or fantasia form. 
There is even less of esthetic beauty than 
in the fugue which concludes the Sonata in 
B flat, Op. 106. The performers received 
the applause which was their due, though 
we do not suppose any one present desired 
to hear the work a second time. Immedi- 
ately following, the quartet itself was per- 
formed with the present finale, and the pro- 
gramme likewise included Brahms’s Sonata 
in A, for piano and violin, Op. 100, played 
by Madame Alma Haas and Herr Heck- 
mann ; Haydn’s Quartet in c, Op. 33, No. 3; 
and two movements from Dittersdorf’s

THE Crystal Palace programme last Saturday 
was varied and attractive, though it did not 
contain an important novelty. It opened with 
Haydn’s genial and unpretentious Symphony in 
E flat, one of the six composed for Paris in 1786, 
and, like many other symphonies by the prolific 
composer, now very rarely heard. Another item 
which pleased greatly, by reason of its melodious 
nature and the masterly playing of Mr. Clinton, 
was a Concerto in G minor for clarinet, by Julius 
Rietz, Op. 39. A Spanish violinist, Sefor Alberto 








Geloso, made a tolerably favourable impression 
in Mendelssohn’s Concerto and in a Suite for 
violin and pianoforte by Vieuxtemps ; and the 
concert ended with the Overture to ‘ Dinorah’ 
for the first time. Some madrigals and part- 
gongs, sung by the Crystal Palace Choir, were go 
well received that it might be well to repeat 
the experiment on future occasions, especially 
as the rich stores of English madrigalian art are 
now so little drawn upon at important concerts, 
The vocalist last Saturday was Mdlle. Antoinette 
Trebelli. 


THERE was a crowded audience at the Popular 
Concert last Saturday, the most attractive items 
being Mozart’s Quartet in D minor and Bee. 
thoven’s ‘Sonata Appassionata,’ played by Malle, 
Janotha. Mendelssohn’s Tema con Variazioni, 
for piano and violoncello, in Dp, Op. 17, and 
Beethoven’s Trio in c minor, Op. 1, No. 3, were 
included in the programme ; and Mr. Santley 
was the vocalist. 


Motte. JANOTHA was again the pianist on 
Monday, her solo being Schumann’s ‘ Faschings- 
schwank aus Wien,’ of which she gave a some- 
what unsatisfactory rendering. The text was 
carefully adhered to, but the tempi in three 
movements out of five were too fast, and, speak- 
ing generally, the performance was flurried and 
devoid of expression. The young Polish pianist 
is scarcely playing this season in a manner cals 
culated to sustain her former reputation. Spohr’- 
Quartet in A minor, Op. 74, No. 1 ; Beethoven’s 
Sonata in c minor, Op. 30, No. 2; and some 
transcriptions of Schubert’s songs by Signor 
Piatti, were also performed. Miss Bertha Moore 
sang with charming refinement Taubert’s “Ina 
distant land,” but her French accent in a song 
by Goring Thomas was faulty. 


On Tuesday evening Madame Adelina Patti 
appeared for the last time in England previous 
to her American tour, which will last nearly a 
year. It is needless to say that the Albert Hall 
was full to repletion, while the proceedings were 
marked by extraordinary enthusiasm. ‘Though 
we have no sympathy with prima donna worship, 
it must be remembered that Madame Patti 
occupies a unique position. When she first 
appeared in London, in 1861, she at once took 
rank among the highest singers of her day ; and 
during the twenty-six years which have elapsed 
since then her vocal powers have continually 
improved. At the present moment she is un- 
approached by any other artist before the public, 
and her career is unquestionably without parallel 
in musical history. The hackneyed selections 
on Tuesday evening—not counting a new ballad 
by Signor Tito Mattei—were rendered with such 
charm that there was no reason for astonish- 
ment at the applause bestowed by the general 
public. Among the other artists who took part 
in the concert were Madame Trebelli, Mr. 
Lloyd, Mr. Santley, Miss Kuhe, and Miss 
Marianne Eissler. There was a full orchestra, 
conducted by Mr. Cusins. 


Tue late Sir George Macfarren’s first and 
best oratorio, ‘St. John the Baptist, was per- 
formed at the Bow and Bromley Institute under 
the direction of Mr. W. G. McNaught on Tues- 
day evening. The soloists were Miss Annie 
Marriott, Miss Hilda Wilson, Mr. Henry Piercy, 
and Mr. Bantock Pierpoint. The last-named 
artist undertook the title réle, and sang the 
music so commendably that he may be regarded 
as a valuable acquisition to the ranks of oratorio 
vocalists. Of the others there is no occasion to 
speak. Asa whole the choruses were powerfully 
rendered, but there was occasional unsteadiness, 
due, probably, to hurried preparation. 

Tue fourth of the London Symphony Concerts 
on Wednesday afternoon included nothing on 
which it is necessary to dwell at length. The 
orchestral items were Bgethoven’s Symphony 
in ¥, No. 8; Mendelssohn’s ‘ Ruy Blas’ Over- 
ture; Grieg’s beautiful melody ‘Spring,’ re- 
peated by desire ; and Dvorak’s Slavic Dance 10 
A flat. Maile. Janotha was generally commend- 
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able in Chopin’s Concerto in F minor, and Miss 
Lena Little gave a highly expressive rendering 
of Berlioz’s réverie ‘Le Captive.’ At the next 
concert, on Tuesday evening next week, the scene 
of Parsifal’s baptism from Wagner's sacred music 
drama will be sung by Mr. O. Niemann and Mr. 
Henschel, Mr. Barnby conducting. 

{uz Westminster Orchestral Society, one of 

the best of the numerous amateur organizations 
recently established, gave its third concert at 
the Westminster Town Hall on Wednesday 
evening. The programme included Mozart's 
‘Prague’ Symphony in p, Macfarren’s overture 
‘Chevy Chase,’ and a Jubilee March by Dr. 
Jekyll. Speaking generally, the playing was 
very commendable, and reflected credit on the 
conductor, Mr. C. S. Macpherson. Miss Lucy 
Riley, who, we believe, has studied under Herr 
Joachim, gave a clever performance of Men- 
delssohn’s violin concerto. 
Master Haroip BaveEr and Miss Ethel Bauer 
gave aconcert at the Princes’ Hall on Wednes- 
day evening, their programme including Bee- 
thoven’s Sonata in F minor, Op. 57, and Grieg’s 
Sonata in F, Op. 8, for piano and violin. 


Ar the third of Mr. Boosey’s Ballad Concerts, 
on Wednesday evening, M. de Pachmann made 
his first appearance this season. Several new 
songs were introduced, the best being ‘The 
Beautiful City,’ by H. J. Edwards, sung by Mr. 
Lloyd. 

THE programme of Mr. Charles Halle’s con- 
cert at the Free Trade Hall last Thursday even- 
ing included Beethoven’s Eighth Symphony, the 
overtures to ‘La Clemenza di Tito’ and ‘ The 
Hebrides,’ Schubert’s Overture in E minor (re- 
cently given at the Crystal Palace), and Spohr’s 
‘Dramatic’ Concerto, played by Madame Norman- 
Néruda. ’ 

THE programme of the Royal College concert 
on Thursday last week included Mendelssohn’s 
Quintet in a, Op. 18, one of Mozart’s rarely 
heard sonatas for organ and strings, and Schu- 
mann’s Trio in D minor, Op. 63. 

A NEw opera, ‘Ali Baba,’ by M. Charles 
Lecocq, has been produced with great success 
at the Alhambra Theatre, Brussels. 


EpmunD KRETSCHMER, whose opera ‘Die 
Folkunger’ was popular in Germany some years 
ago, but who has produced no new work for a 
considerable time, has made a great success with 
his opera ‘Schén Rohtraut,’ lately performed for 
the first time at Dresden. 

An International Music Exhibition will be 
opened at Bologna next May, at which a collec- 
tion of ancient musical instruments, autographs, 
&c., will form an important feature. The com- 
mittee request the loan of rare instruments, 
documents, manuscripts, &c., from collectors. 
Signor Verdi is the honorary, and Signor Arrigo 
Boito the working, president of the Musical 
Committee.

TeRRY'S.—‘ The Woman- Hater,’ a Farce in Three Acts. 
By David Lloyd. 

Op£ra CoMIQuEe.—Revival of ‘As in a Looking - Glass.’ 
By F. C. Grove. 

CRITERION.—Revival of ‘The Two Roses,’ a Comedy in 
Three Acts. By James Albery. 


THREE acts constitute now the regulation 
length for a farce. During the past twenty 
years two-act pieces coming into any strictly 
dramatic class have been tabooed by 
managers, and one-act pieces are only use- 
ful when an attraction that has begun to 
fade needs to be fortified. Just as inevit- 
ably, then, as in the last century a plot, 
whether tragic or comic, had to be spread 
over five acts, has a farcical theme to be 
developed in three. A public that accepts 
three - volume novels may well accept also 
three-act farces. In both instances a chief 
danger is in the middle. A beginning and 
an end have necessarily to be provided, and 
between the two—like the mock throne in a 
childish pastime whickis supported only from 
the two adjacent seats, and gives way so soon 
as their occupants arise—stands the second 
volume or act. In ‘The Woman-Hater’ of 
Mr. Lloyd the second act imperils the success 
of the whole. There is just material enough 
for two acts, and the intervening portion is 
not only insecure in itself, but threatens to 
drag down the two supports. 

Act one shows the bungling of a weak and 
vacillating gentleman, who, passing on the 
strength of shyness for a confirmed misogy- 
nist, is, in fact, a worshipper of the fair 
sex, and pants for the pleasures of female 
companionship. When at length he sum- 
mons up courage enough to propose, he fails 
to make quite clear what lady is his choice. 
As his appearance is passable and his 
fortune comfortable, he is snapped up by 
three ladies, each of whom has some reason 
for thinking herself the favoured one. Here 
is a motive almost identical with that in 
‘Brighton,’ in which Mr. Charles Wyndham 
appeared at the Criterion. Thanks to the 
extreme drollery of Mr. Terry, who as the 
woman-hater extracts much mirth from the 
contrast between the staid propriety of his 
natural demeanour and the dissipated light 
in which he is compelled to present himself, 
the first act passes off amidst applause. A 
second act comes in which one or other of his 
Jiancées appears constantly to claim him. In 
this a constant series of entrances and exits 
proves wearisome, and Mr. Terry is unable 
to relieve the tedium. Some commonplace, 
but diverting business is introduced into the 
third act, wherein the hero on his wedding 
day is locked up in a lunatic asylum, and 
takes part in a sort of game in which a 
number of moderately sane people are under 
the delusion that those around them are 
mad. In this Mr. Terry was quite at his 
best, and the piece, which seemed to have 
failed beyond recovery, regained a hold on 
the public. Mr. H. Kemble gave a clever 
picture of a bluff, good-natured nonentity, 
Mr. Alfred Bishop created much amusement 
as a physician, and Miss Clara Cowper and 
Miss F. Sutherland were seen to fair ad- 
vantage in parts of no special importance. 

Upon its revival at the Opéra Comique 
‘ As in a Looking-Glass,’ the adaptation by 
Mr. Grove of Mr. Philips’s novel of the 





same name, proves as unsympathetic and as 








effective as on its first production. A verit- 
able tour de force is it for Mrs. Bernard 
Beere to reconcile to the public a character 
so base and despicable as is the heroine in 
the early acts. With so much passion, how- 
ever. does she charge the scenes of love- 
making when her selfish heart at length 
surrenders to love, so wild is the outburst 
of penitence, and so harrowing are the 
realistic details of her self-inflicted death, 
the whole carries away the public, and re- 
mains one of the finest pieces of emotional 
acting the modern stage can show. M. 
Marius is once more excellent as a Russian 
se spy. Mr. Grahame, replacing Mr. 

tanding as the villain, acts with much 
freshness. Miss Eva Sothern now plays 
Miss Vyse. The play generally is well 
mounted and cast. 

‘The Circassian’ has, after a very short 
run, been withdrawn from the Criterion, at 
which ‘The Two Roses’ is now given. A 
fairly strong cast is assigned the popular 
comedy, which has lost little of its power to 
interest or amuse. Very far from equal to 
Mr. Irving as Digby Grant is Mr. Farren, 
who now, not for the first time, assumes the 
réle. Mr. Farren lacks the belief in himself, 
the dignity, and the plausibility of his prede- 
cessor. Mr. David James remains excellent 
as ‘“‘our” Mr. Jenkins, Mr. Blakeley is an 
admirable Mr. Furnival, and other parts find 
competent exponents in Messrs. Giddens and 
Sidney Brough, Mrs. E. Phelps, and Misses 
Hughes and Maud Millett.

There 
isa copious index of places, and, after Arrowsmith’s example, there is a thumb index which enables one to pick out at once 
whatever map one wants.”—TJimes.
